Chicago, January %3.—The interstate 
commerce commission will begin a series 
of thrée investigations in Chicago next 
Tuesday'which are said to have for their 
purpose the gathering of data for a spe- 
cial message by President Roosevelt to 
congress. , 7 

It is sajd that in this spegial n.essage 
President Roosevelt will deal with three 
subjects, as follows: ‘ 

1. Railway combinations. 

2. The interstate commerce commission. 

3. Legislation governing interstate traf- 
fie. 

Originally it was the purpose of the 
president to cover those subjects fully 
in his annual message to congress, but

Subpoenas Served. 

United States Marshal Ames’ deputy 
was, busy teday serving and \trying to 
serve “subpoenas on representatives of 
packing house interests. He had six sum- 
monses and succéeded in serving two. 
Sevéral of the men sought are said to 
have escaped service by leaving the city 
hurriedly, one of them missing the depu- 
ty by only a few seconds. 

While the packing house men are appar- 
ently shunning the investigation, the rail- 
road men are not seeking to avoid it. Many 
of them bhelieve that anything is better 
than the present conditions and that with 
stable rates would come lower rates, to 
the great benefit of the entire country. 
The packing house men who were served 
with subpoenas are: 

George B. Robbins, vice president of 
Armour car lines; W. P. Jenkins, super- 
intendent of transportation for the Ham- 
mond Packing Company. 

No subpoenas were issued for the rail- 
road men, but in their stead letters were 
received from the commission requesting 
their attendance-at the investigation. It 
is said that every person in charge of 
traffic on a road centering here and known 
to carry packing house products and 
dressed beef has received a copy of the 
letter. 

The Burlington Deal. 

It is doubtful if the investigation into 
the Burlington deal can proceed Wednes- 
day, as President Harris, of the Burling- 
ton, and Darius Miller, vice president, will 
not be in the city.

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YANKEE ZONE « 
IN NICARAGUA 


Complete Sovereignty Over 
Extensive Area Yielded 
to United States. 


PERPETUAL LEASE MADE 
TO THE UNITED STATES 


In the Zone American Courts May 
Be Established and Issue Pro- 
cesses — Price Fixed by 
Nicarrgsua Considered 
Reasonable. 


Washington, January 3.—Some of. the 
main features of the protocol between 
the United States and Nicaragua referred 
to in President Zelaya’s message to his 
congress have been made known in-recen:t 
press dispatches from Managua. But 
there are many other important features 
which have not yet been disclosed, one 
of these being the complete American 
jurisdiction, and fhe establishment of 
American courts, civil and criminal, 
throughout a zone 6 miles wide and ex- 
tending from ocean to ocean and including 
the proposed termini, Greytown, on the 
Atlantic, and Brito, on the Pacific. The 
entire policing of this large tract also is 
placed in the hands of the United States, 
so that it has the power to preserve order 
and after that to issue judicial process 
extending throughout this zone. 

Besides the authority of American 
courts and of the American police on 
the 6-mile zone, the chief Peatures of the 
protocol] are in giving a lease 
in perpetuity of this tract to 
the United States, and at the same 
time giving an American guarantee that 
the independence, sovereignty and integ- 
rity of Nicaragua shall not be disturbed 
by the rights thus conferred upon the 
United States. 


No exact information is obtainable as 
to the price specifféd in the protocol as 
ery ea to Nicaragua for the grant to 
this country. It can be stated iv 
however, that this price is seach sere 
was expected when the negotiations be- 
gan, and that it is considered by officials 
as reasonable. It is understood that at 
the outset the view in Niearagua was 
that $26,000,000 would be a proper figure 
for the grant to this country and about 
$5,000,000 for Costa Rica's grant. But 
while there is no information’ as to the

WHEN THE CRASH CAME 


| Although Number Lost Is Estimated 
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at Twenty, List May Reach 
Forty or Fifty — Graphic 
Stories Told by the 
Survivors. 


' San Francisco, January 3.—A collision 
at sea early Thursday morning between 
the steamship Walia Walla and an Une 
known sailing vessel resulted,in the sink- 
‘ing of the steamship and the probable 
‘16ss of at least twenty lives. 

The Walla Walla, owned by the Pa 
ciflic Coast Steamship Company, sailed 
from San Francisco January 1, for Puget 
Sound ports. She carried thirty-six first 
class passengers, twenty-eight second 
class, and a crew of eighty men. When’ 
off Cape Mendocino, on the California’ 
coast, at 4:10 o'clock Thursday morning, 
an dron bark believed to be French, loom- 
ed up in the haze and crashed into the 
Walla Walla’s bow. Then the sailing ves- 


sel slid off into the darkness and was 
seen no more. 

All 
Walla Walla, except the few on watch, 
were asleep, 
crash. The steerage quarters were in 
the bow and it is believed that some 
of the steerage passengers and crew 
were crushed to death. A big hole was 
made in the steamer’s bow, and she sank 
in thirty-five minutes. ‘The officers and, 
crew maintained strict discipline and 
boats and life rafts were lowered. 

Captain Went Down, with Ship. 

All who were not killed In the colliston 
got off except Captain Hall, who went 
down with his ship. He was picked up 
later by one of the boats, uninjured, with 
the exception of a few bruises.

Those in the boat who were saved were 
Engineer Brown, Fireman McClellan, 
Coal Passer Wilfam Shinn, Sailor O’ Lea- 
ry, Chief Cook Marshall and Passengers 
William B. Smith and William Morhouse. 

When the Dispatch reached Eureka this 
morning with the survivors, tugs were 
immediately sent vut for missing boats. 
The tug Ranger picked up one containing 
eleven passengers and three of the crew. 

The Walla Walla was valued at about 
$250,000. She was formerly used as @ 
collier and about ten years ago was con- 
verted into a passenger vessel at a’ cost 
of $175,000. The vessel was insured for 
about $200,000. 


Story of the Disaster. 


George Reise, of San Francisco, a mem- 
ber of the crew, gave the following ac- 
count of the disaster: 

“It was 4:10 when the French vessel 
hit the Walla: Walla in the ‘bow. All 
were asleep. The weather was clear, and 
the sea was rolling high. All were panic- 
stricken.

The collision hap- 
pened at 4:10 and the vessel did not sink 
until 4:45, giving the crew and passengers 
thirty-five minutes to leave the steamer.

Wome 
en screamed and men and boys hurried- 
ly jumped overboard. Several did .not 
leave until the vessel began to sink. 
The officers were @ol and collected, do- 
ing everything possible to save the pas- 
sengers. No one knows exactly how and 
why the collision occurred, excepting the 
second officer, and he is missing. Immhe- 
diately after the collision the French 
vessel withdrew and apparently made 
no effort to render assistance.

Death List Estimated at Twenty, 
but May Be Much Larger. 
Graphic Stories of the Col- 
lision Told by the 
Survivors.

Captain A. L. Hall, master ‘of — the 
wrecked steamship, gives a graphic ac- 
count of the disaster. He says: — 

*We left San Francisco Wednesday, 
beound for Victoria and Puget sound. The 
weather thickened as the night advanced, 
and Thursday a heavy fog, accompanied 
by a light rain, set in. About 4:19 a. m. 
Il was suddenly awakened by an awful 
crash on the port side, well forward. S2:- 


“ond Officer Luke was on watch at the 


time. The housing, especially in the vi- 
cinity of my cabin, was badly shat- 
tered, the main force of the collision 
striking her just forward of my State 
room. My bunk was struck and thrown 
across the room onto my itable. After 
the crash the, vessel, which I think was a 
-Prench bark, judging from the language 
used by her sailors, rebounded and groped 
alongside. I chilled to her to stand by, 
but she drifted away and was lost to 
view. Those of the passengers who had 
not been awakened by the crash were 
erouséd at once. The vessel began t»% 
fill immediately ‘and she sank in thirty- 
five minutes. There was no confusion on 
board. The officers and crew. kept the 
passengers from becoming panic-stricken. 
The crew was immediately ordered to 
man the lifeboats and rafts, and I gave 
orders to have the port boilers blown 
geut, it being necessary to give the vesscl 
d list to keep the gaping hole in her side 
out of the water. In a few moments all 
the lifeboats and rafts were out with 
the exception of two, which were 
emashed. One of these boats contained 
nine or ten passengers. 
All in-the Water. 

“All were thrown into the water, but 
managed to board a life raft. 

“The second boat was smashed by strik- 
ing a heavy object in the water, but al! 
the passengers were rescued by another 
We had about sixty-five first 
and second class passengers on board and 
166 souls all told. I remained on board, 
assisting them in every way possible, and 
went down.with the ship. After.I had 
been down, I:do not know how long, the 
eccial hall deck broke off and I floated 
to the surface with it. Sighting a life 
raft; I commenced swimming, and suc- 
ceeded in reaching it after a hard strug 
gle and was pulled on board by the three 
Occupants. We floated about nearly all 
in the -evening were

“About 8 o'clock Thursday morning my 
attention. was called. to a small boat 
which was manned by three men and 
coming toward us. They::hailed us and 
said the Walla Walla had teen.sunk by 
an unknown vessel off the Mendocino 
coast. The party proved. to. be. three 
fishermen from the wrecked ‘vessel. We 
took them aboard and lay to the re- 
mainder of the day. Several boats and 
rafts were picked up at different inter- 
vals; the last about 4 o'clock Thursday 
afternoon. 

“There was a-nesty:sea running and 
this condition continually interfered with 
the comfort of the péssengers to such an 
extent that some were entirely exhaust- 
ed when picked up. Of the passengers 
rescued several were injured. One man 
had his leg jammed, while two were cut 
about the head and shoulders. Captain 
Hall was’ injured by a spar as the ves- 
sel went down. Several of the women 
were more dead than alive when taken

One Orange. for Fourtee 

Captain F. W. Stream, of Tacoma, re- 
lates his experience as follows: 
“About 4:15 a. m. I was awakened by a 
heavy crash and I made my way forward 
and found the deck strewn with rubbish 
and broken timbers. I came back to the 
stateroom where my mother and wife 
were. I took them to the saloon and soon 
after placed them on board life boat No. 
1. The boat was lowered before it was 
full. I clamibered over and slid into it. 
We pulled away from the wreck and in 
twenty minutés the Walla Walla’s lights 
went out and we could sea nothing more. 
We rowed hard all day, but could gain 
little headway with a strong water agd 
choppy sea. and. lots of rain. About 6” 
o'clock we.beGame thirsty and’ hungry 
and resorted to the hard“tack which was 
in the boat. No one drank the water, as 
it was. very stale. Hunger became so 
great that. one orange was divided amcng 
fourteen.’ As the heavy sea retarded our 
progress we were compelled to lie in the 
open ocean all night, but fortunately the 
sea was moderately calm and we passed 
the night without any accident. About 
‘daybreak we once rhore started for shore 
and had a hard fight with the breakers. 
A woman’s red shawl was used as dis- 
tress flag and about 10:30 it was sighted 
by the tug Ranger, which had come out 
after a bark. She picked us up and 
brought us in.”’ 


Word has just been received from 
Trinidad by telephone of the poat which 
put in there. The survivors had a terri- 
ble experience, and only five or six are 
left out ef a boatload. The telephone dis- 
patch states that thirteen were lost. 
The boat was capsized several times in 
rough weather Thursday morning, and 
each time several persons lost their 
lives.

Distributed by the United States 
During Last Year. 
-Washington, January 3—An increase of 
over 9,000,000 in the fish and fish eggs 
distributed by the government through- 
out the country and a marked decline 
in Icbster? fishing are shown in the an 
rual report of United States Commis- 
sioner of Fisheries Bowers for the last 

fiscal year. 

The total fish and eggs distributed wag 
1,173,833,40), the principal species being 
shad, salmon, lake treut, white fish, pike, 
perch, lake herring, cod, flat fich and lob- 
sters. 

In recent years the fisheries of the Mis- 
sissippi and its tributaries have developed 
to such a degree that in 1899 they excce:}- 
ed in quantity and nearly equaled in 
value the entire yield of the remaining 
interior waters of the United States ex- 
cept the Great Lakes. Mussel shells, ex- 
tensively used in the manufacture of 
pearl buttons, were & valuable item, some 
45,600,000 pounds being gathered, for which 
the fishermen obtained $247,000. 


AMERICANS FOR CORONATION. 


Two Naval Officers of High Rank 
May Take Part. 
Washington, January %.—It is under- 
stood that a way may be found by which 
two naval officers of high rank will take 
part in the coronation ceremonies at Lon- 
don. Although the question of selecting 
officers for this service has not yet beer 
considered by the president or the secre- 
tary of the navy, yet the prospects that 
such selections will be made has caused

The present indications are that the 
president will select a civilian representa- 
tive for the coronation, and also one offi- 
cer of the army and one cer of the 
havy to accompany this civilian.

London, January 3.—The Saturday Re- 
view wil! print a remarkably free-spoken 
editorial tomorirow-in which it strongly 
advises Great Britain to form a workog 
alliance with Germany in order to check 
the “continued and apparently inevitable 
advance of the United States into South 


America.” 

According to The Review, “It is the 
wisest policy for this covntry to encour- 
age the advance of Germany in the new 
world, as the most useful counterpoise 
to the overwhelming predomirance of 
» the United States, who is the only other 
‘p.asible outcome of the existing political 
conditions.”’ 

The Review discla‘ms all hostility to 
‘the United States, but says: 

“The svlid interests of our own pecple, 
which is the basis on which the United 
States always works, is the only sure 
ground on which to build.”’ 

Continuing, The Review says: 

“If we would only remember that the 
Americans are to be believed when they 
describe’ themselves as actuated by purce- 
ly businees considerations, we would 
eave ourrelves from a large number of 
,gratuitous humillaticns and unprofitable 
;}epeculations in stocks having no real 
/market value, viz: The presumed grati- 
tude of political and commertial rivals. 
With a strong European power estab- 
lighed in the south and a great world 
pcwer in the north, the too exuberant 
afpirations. of pan-Americanism would be 
checked, saving our empire from a grave 
menace.” 

In conclusion The Review points “out 
that the United States will inevitably 
ecbble up the weak turbulent states 
scuthward, when ¢4t is certain to formu- 
Jate a pan-American tariff union against 
the remainder of the world, and then, 
controlling Cuba, Porto Rico and _ the 
isthmian canal, cor.vert the Caribbean 
sea into an American lake. 


COPY THE AMERICAN SYSTEM. 


In Those Words Deicasse Disposes of 
the Westerr Invasion. 


Rome, January 4.—The Giornale di 
Italia toay publishes an interview with 
M. Delcasse, the French minister of 
foreign affairs, in whch he confirms the 
statement that an agreement has been 
atrived at between Italy and France re- 
Bpecting Mediterranean questions.

HE OWNED RICH ESTATES 


But He Was Short of Ready Money. 
Killed Himself on 
Train. 


London, January 3.—A verdict of suicide 
during temporary inganity was returned 
by a coroner’s jury this morning in the 
c of Baron Charles Cauldree-Boilleau, 
who was found shot in a railroad car- 
riage at Loubrough Junction, Sunday. 
Richard Horne, a lawyer, testified that 
the deceased was a French baron and 
the son of a former French consul gen- 
eral in Canada. The deceased man’s 
father, the witnesses added, married a 
daughter of Senator Benton, cf the 
United States. The baron had been de- 
pressed on account of business matters. 
He lived in Iceland, where he had a 


large estate. 

Baron Boilleau’s father was formerly 
first secretary of the French legation at 
Washington. He was appointed by Em- 
peror Napoleon III and held the addi- 
tional office of Canadian consul general. 
While in Washington he marricd Senator 
Thomas H. Benton's daughter, thus be- 
coming brother-in-law of General Fre- 
mont. The elder Boilleau later was 
French minister to Peru and married 
again. His widow is now living at Pisa. 
The suicide was the elder Baron Boil- 
leau’s youngest son by his first mar- 
riage. The deceased had two brothers in 
America. The eldest, Baron Benton Foil- 
leau, resided at New Orleans. 

The suicide was wealthy, but lately he 
nad spent large sums in endeavoring to 
ge* the Iccland parliament to permit Eng- 
lish vessels to fish within the 3-mile limit. 
With this end in view he was getting up 
a wealthy English syndicate. He recent- 
ly sent to America for £1,000, but only 
received £200, and appeared despondent 
at the delay of the Icelanders in coming 
to an agreement. Baron Boilleau had 
many wealthy friends in London, who 
would have willingly” advanced him any 
sum of money needed. Among these is 
the executor of his mother’s will, who 
lives in one of the largest mansions in 
Park Lane. Baron Boilleau, however, 
kept his troubles to himself and when 
found dead in the railroad carriage he 
had only one penny fn his pocket.‘ His 
estates in Iccland and interests in Amer- 
ica, which are intact, are valuable. 


70 SETTLE THE BOER WAR. 


Remarkable Letter Is Written by 
the Count de Turenne. 

Brussels, January 3.—I'he Count de 
Turenne, who holds the grade of minister 
plenipotentiary in the French diplomatic 
service, but who has no post at present, 
has sent a remarkable letter to ‘he In- 
dependence Belge suggesting a basis for 
the settlement of the South African war. 

The communication excites comment, 
not only on account of the boldness of 
the diplomat in interfering on such ques- 
tions, but from the fact that the Count 
de Turenne ts related to prominent Eng- 
lish families, and at the same time has 
been intimately associated with Mr. 
Kruger and the Boer representatives on 
the continent. 

The count asserts that, in view of the 
present situation, he is contidenas Mr. 
Kruger will accept autonomy for the 
countries south of Bechuanaland, with- 
out any restriction-except the suzerainty 
of Great Britain over their relatons with 
foreign governments. ' 
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PEAVY’S REMARKABLE WILL. 


He eRmembers Everyone Who Had 
Beon Kind to Him. 
Minneapolis, January 3.—The will ‘of 
Frank H. Peavey, the well-known Min- 
neapolis grain man who died in Chicago 
Monday morning, was filed today, and is 
one of the most remarkable wills ever 
filed here. It places the value of the 
estate at $2,300,000 personal propert and 
$50,000 real estate, but the total will prob- 

ably be in excess of this. 

The vast estate is divided into hundreds 
of bequests. First of all, the business ig 
provided for, $1,000,000 of the life insur- 
ance being turned into it.

THREE TRAINS IN A WRECK 


One Man Was Killed 
Badly Injured. 

Johnstown, Pa., Januar 3.—Three trains 
were piled up in a wreck just west of 
“SQ” tower on the Pennsylvania railroad 
about 7 miles west of this city tonight. 
According to the best reports obtainable, 
one man was killed and four badly in- 
jured, several others sustaining slight in- 
juries. The killed and injured were rail- 
roaders. 

There were two wrecks. Thé first was 
caused by train No. 14, an east-bound 
mail and express train that carries 
through passengers from Pittsburg to 
New York, running into a sidetrack on 
which was standing an east-bound frefght 
train.

The Southern Guards, a company of 
students, was organized, and “Bob’’ Fal- 
ligant was one of the first to step into 
the ranks.

With 
this command he participated in the cap- 
ture of Harper's Ferry, that took place 
just after the secession of Virginia. He 
remained with this band of gallant stu- 
dents untel Governor Letcher ordered it 
back to the university. 

Not for one moment was young Falli- 
gant willing to forego the danger and ex- 
citement and the possible glory of the 
fight for the peaceful pursuit of learn- 
ing. ‘The Albemarle artillery, recruited 
in the county in which the university is 
situated, became his choice of a com- 
mand and he saw service with its guns 
until the reorganization of the army in 
1862. He was then transferred to Cutts’ 
battalion of artillery and participated 
with this command, holding the rank of 
sergeant major of tho battalion, through 
the seven days’ fight around Richmond, 
in. the battle of second Manassas, in the 
campaigns in Maryland, until just after 
the battle of Sharpsburg. For gallant 
and meritorius conduct on that bloody 
field he was promoted to the rank of 
second lieutenant of artillery and by the 
special order of General Robert E. Lee 
was transferred to Milledge’s Georgia 
battery of light artillery. 

His Tribute to the Brave. 

In a published address, Judge Falligant 
lias paid a tribute to the memory of 
Fraser's battery, that had left Savan- 
nah as the Pulaski Guards. It was to 
this command that he was afterwards 
transferred, though with becoming and 
accustomed modesty he made no mention 
of his own part in these glories dearly 
won. Of his loved battery he said: 

“From the day Johnston came down to 
face the advance of McClellan to the end 
of the war its history is part and parcel of 
the most brilliant triumphs of the Army 
of Northern Virginia. Engaged and un- 
der fire at Hampton, Bethel, Young's 
Mills, Dam No. 1, Williamsburg and Sec- 
ond Manassas, the battles around Rich- 
mond and Harper’s Ferry, at Sharps- 
burg, while the fate of Lee was trembling 
in the balance, where the battle was 
thickest, with others of the gallant boys 
Lieutenant Parkman fell, and when the 
old battery, torn and shattered, moved 
temporarily from the field, Kershaw 
raised his hat as they passed by and 
cried out: ‘I salute the Pulask! Guards.’ 

“With Milledge’s battery, Lieutenant 
Falliigant participated in the fight at 
Marye’s Hill, above Fredericksburg, and 
the battles of Chancellorsville and Gettys- 
burg. It was after this latter battle he 
was transferred to Fraser’s battery. Of 
its part in the battle of Cold Harbor he 
hae also told. 

“During the last long death grip of the

‘toner Makes His Report 


Report Shows Amount of Land Un- 
der Cultivation, Wages Paid 
Laborers and Cost of Living. 
Replies Favor Compul- 
sory Education. 


Raleigh, N. C., January 3.—(Special.)—A 
particularly interesting report was pre- 
pared today by State Labor Commissioner 
Varner on farms and farming in North 
Carolina. The reports from the ninety- 
seven counties are carefully summarized 
and show an average increase of 1248 
eénts an acre in twenty-one counties, but 
no change in the others; in eighty-fwo the 
fertility of land is maintained, while in 
fifteen it is not; forty-seven report a ten- 
dency toward smaller farms, nine toward 
larger farms. The mode of living is im- 
proved in ninety counties; sixty-three re- 
port the cost of living as increased: nine- 
ty-six report negro labor as unreliable, 
while one reports no negro labor what- 
ever; thirty-nine report employment as 
+regular. The highest wages Of men per 
month are $15.62, lowest $9.65; and for 
women $9.78 and $6.36, respeetively, while 
children’s wages average $3.39: forty-six 
counties report an increase in wages, but 
the remainder no change. The average 
increase in the forty-six is nearly 20 per 
cent a8 compared with 1900.' It is shown 
that the average cost of producing a 500- 
pound bale of cotton is $26.80, or a trifle 
over 5 1-3 cents a pound. The average 
cost of producing a bushel of wheat is 61 
cents, corn 43 cents, oats 31 cents. and 
tobacco $6.49 per 100 pounds. A special 
report on educational conditions shows 
they are good in only three counties, fair 
in forty-one, poor in fifty-three.

DEGREASE IN TAX RECEIPTS 


Treasurer Whitfield, of Florida, 
Shows State of Finances. 


LEVIES HAVE BEEN REDUCED 


Receipts from Other Sources Than 
Tax Show Increase and This Re- 
lieves Taxpayers’ Burden. 


| Tallahassee, Fia., January 3,—(Special) 
The annual report of State ‘l'reasurer 
Whittield for 141, now being printed, 
shows a decrease in receipts from taxa- 
tion. The tax levy authorized by the 
legislature was reduced by Governor 
Bloxham in 1900 from 3 mlls to 21-2 mills. 
Governor Jennings ordered a similar re- 
duction in 1901. In receipts from other 
sources not a burden to the people there 
is a decided increase. Among these iIn- 
creases in receipts for 1901 over 1900 are: 
From insurance companies, $6,584.45; from 
banks for interest on st:ite deposits, $2,- 
042.94; from sale of fertilizer stamps, 
$4,334.17; from sleeping car tax, $101.57; 
from corporation charter tax, $2,321, and 
from zeneral licenses, $506. All this re- 
lieves the taxpayers and helps to meet 
the extra large appropriations made by 
the legislature of 181. Another gratify- 
ing showing is the,great reduction in pay- 
ments of interest on the bonds of the 
state. The state debt whl remain at the 
present figure, $1,062,500, but after this 
year it will bear only 3 per cent interest, 
and all of the bonds will be held by the 
state educational funds. 

The treasurer's report states that nearly 
all of the extraordinarily large appro- 
priations made for the last six months 
of 1901 have been inet, and there remains 
in the general revenue fund, from which 
appropriation are paid, $190,421.12, the 
greater part of which, however, vvill be 
consumed in the payment cf the quarterly 
expenses of the state due in January, 1902. 

To secure the state funds deposited in 
banks under chapter 4586, Acts of 1897, 
the treasurer holds state, county an‘ 
municipal bonds belonging to the .banks 


of the face value of $164,834.80, all of which 
have been approved by the governor, 
comptroller and treasurer, as provided 
by law. The interest on these deposits 
collected by the treasurer for the state 
in 191 amounted to $5,407.59. ‘his ts an 
increase of $2,042.94 over amounts paid by 
banks for interest on state deposits in 
1900. 

The state received during the year 1901 
through licenses and commissions on 
premiums collected in the treasurer’s 
Office from insurance and surety com- 
panies doing business in the state:

Constitutional . Convention of Vir-. 


Main Question Is Whether Corre- 
spondence Is Official or Unof- 
ficial—Kyle’s Defense Is 
That He Was Absent. 
During Encampment. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The feature of the Kyle courtmar- 
tial today was the presence of Colonel 
E. L. Higdon on the stand as chief wit- 
ness for the state. His direct examina- 
tion was brief and confined to proving 
the orders and letters on which the 
charges are based and in rebutting Colg- 
nel Brandon’s testimony to Kyle’s good 
character as a soldier, and to show the 
bias and interest of witnesses. 

The defense has succeeded in opening 
up the whole relations with the two offi- 
cers and the cross-examination was long 
and searching. The Spanish war trouble 
Was gone into and Higdon was drawn 
out on the request of officers for his 
resignation. He had considered it an act 
of insubordination on Kyle’s part. He 
had written on his endorsement of the 
good conduct of the three majors in 
their discharges the words “with one ex- 
ception.”” Subsequently, at the request 
of the officers, and not because of any 
threat to courtmartial him, he had past- 
ed over this ‘a clean record.” He had 
done it to find out who was at the  bot- 
tom of the trouble end Kyle had told 
him. He had then wiped out old scores 
and been friends ever since. 

As to his letter of August 17 to which 
Kyle’s famous letter was a direct an- 
swer, he said it was official and that he 
had a perfect legal authority to write 
such official letters to officers at any 
time, whether the troops were in actual 
Service or not. As to Kyle’s accusation 
that he had bartered offices for votes he 
admitted that he had authorized Captain 
Hughes Kennedy to act as his agent in 
the campaign and told him to beat the 
other fellow trading if he could. 

Kyle’s tine of defense is now quite 
cleerly developed. He is showing that he 
was in New York during the encamp- 
ment and that there was no law for or- 
dering him to inspect companies. The 
crucial point is whether the correspond- 
ence on which the charges are based is 
official or unofficial. He is showing the 
prudence and feeling of the witnesses 
and Higdon’s former acts as a justifica- 
tion in event the court should finally de- 
cide the letters to be official. An appeal 
to the civil courts he has secured as a 
reserve. The court is holding two ses 
sions a day and one at night. 

The ‘might ‘session’ was given ‘over to 
Kyle’s witnesses. Captain Robert E. 
Simpson, of the Florence company, said 
that during the campaign he was against 
Higdon. Captain Kennedy came to see 
him and told him Higdon and his friends 
would make him Heutenant colonel if he 
would withdraw active opposition: that 
if Higdon was elected Kyle would resign 
and make the vacancy. He showed him 
Higdon’s written authority to make the 
trade. He declined and informed Kyle 

Lieutenant T. W. West, of Decatur, 
testified that Higdon had secured his 
promise at camp to vote for Captain Har- 
rison, of Oxford, for Heutenant colonel. 
He and Major McConnell had told him 
they had consulted the juage advocate of 
the United States and Kyle could be 
ousted for failing to attend camp. 

The defense is undertaking to show that 
there was a scheme by Higdon to force 
Kyle out so as to carry out a trade with 
Captain Harrison.

PLANTATIONS IN THE DELTA.

Family of the Late Colonel Ramsay 
on Claims Against Him. 


WANT THE MATTER SETTLED 


Placed Amount of Alleged Shortage 
in Bank, Subject to the Arbi-_ . 
trators’ Decision. 


Dublin, Ga., January 3.—(Special.)—The 
county board of education and the family 
of the late Colonel W. 8S. Ramsay, county 
school commissioner of Laurens county, 
have agreed upon arbitrators to settle any

They never 
marry out of their own tribe and hold 
their mode of marriage sacred.

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ThE DROP FELL 


Evecution of John Robinson, 
at Dublin, Ga 


He Abused Officers and Cursed the 
Crowd—First Hanging in County 
in Forty Years—Execution 
of Ernest Outland ait 
Sylvania. 


Dublin, Ga., January |. 3.—(Special.)— 
John Robinson, murderer of Bertha Sim- 
mons, was hanged today in Dublin for a 
crime committed last May. The drop fell 
at 12:09 o’clock and the negro was dead in 
eighteen minutes. Deathe resulted from 
strangulation. He was defiant to the end, 
stoutly maintaining his innocence. He was 
abusive of the officers who guarded him 
in jail and utterly indifferent of his fu- 
ture condition. At least 5,000 people came 
to see the execution, it being the first in 
this county in forty years. Asked if he 
wished to talk to the crowd, he said: 
*‘Let them go to hell.’’ However, he made 
a talk of nearly half an hour in a ramb- 
ling kind of way. 


Robinson’s Awful Crime. 


May 24 last Robinson murdered and as- 
saulted Bertha Simmons, a negro woman. 
The crimes’ were committed on the plania- 
tion of S. L. Padgett, 10 miles west of 
Dublin. 

Robinson was working for J. M. Rein- 
hart. Dock Simmons, husband of Bertha, 
was employed by the same gentleman. On 
the day that the crimes were committed 
Bertha Simmons carried her husband's 
dinner to the field where a number of 
hands, including Robinson, were at work. 
After giving her husband his_ dinner, 
Bertha left the field in the direction of a 
neighboring creek with the intention of 
spending the afternoon fishing. As she 
passed Robinson he spoke to her and 
pointed in the direction of the creek, evi- 
dently giving her the direction. Soon af- 
ter she disappeared -from view Robinson 
left the field also. After the lapse of 
considerable time he returned very much 
excited. He called his wife from the field 
and went with her to the shack where 
they lived. At the house he washed, 
changed his clothes and with his wife 
left in the direction of Dublin. 

Bertha Simmons did not return home 
Friday night and-early the following day 
‘ search was instituted for her. In the 
afternoon of the second day Mr. Padgett 
heard cries of distress in the swamp near 
where he worked. He had sent his little 
boy to a near-by spring for some water, 
and at first thought that he had been 
snake bit. He hurried down to the spring, 
where he found the little fellow unhurt. 
He thought no more of the cries, which 
had ceased before he reached the spring, 
until he heard that Bertha was missing. 
On the day following. the disappearance 
of the woman he went to the spot where 
he had heard the cries and made a care- 
ful examination. After searching t'ie 
swamp for a while he came across thie 
dea@*body of the woman. He At once 
notified the rest of the searching party. 
In the absence of the coroner, Justice of 
the Peace John C. Register was sum- 
moned for the purpose of holding an in- 
quest.. It was found on _ investigation 
that the woman had been assaulted ing 
then murdered. Around the neck of «ie 
woman was a flour sack, her death hav- 
ing been accomplished by strangulation. 
From the first susp®cion rested upon Rob- 
inson. The flour sack around the neck 
of the dead woman was proven to be 
Robinson's and his pocket knife was found 
by the side of the body. A Warrant wis 
immediately sworn out for his arrest, but 
he had fled the country and was. not iim- 
mediately arrested. He came to Dublin 
on the afternoon of the murder and all 
traces of him were there lost. The ne- 
groes of the county were very much in- 
censed over the double crime and joine 
the officers in the hunt for the criminal. 
It was believed for a time that Robins .n 
was hiding in or near Dublin and that ke 
was harbored by a negro named Robert 
Anderson. 

Anderson denied all knowledge of the 
whereabouts of the man, but this th2 
negroes did not believe, and in the effort 
to make him give them information 
which would lead to the arrest of Robin- 
son, Anderson was severely whipped by a 
crowd of negroes. This avaMed nothing, 
however. 

As soon as the matter was brought to 
the attention of Governor Candler he 
offered a reward of $200 for the arrest 
and conviction of Robinson. About one 
month after the crime had been commit- 
ted Robinson was arrested in Savannah 
by Policemen Umbach and Crosby. He 
was brought back to Dublin and was 
tried and convicted at the July terrm 
of Laurens superior court. Solicitor Gen- 
eral H. G. Lewis prosecuted Robinson and 
forged such a strong chain of evidence 
around him that the jury very promptly 
brought ina verdict of guilty. Judge Hart 
was asked to give the negro a new trial, 
but refused to do so. The case was th2n 
carried to the supreme court and Rob- 
inson did not hang on the 23d of August, 
the date of his first sentence. The su- 
preme court in November affirmed tiie 
decision of the court below, and Judge 
B. D. Evans, of the middle circuit, then 
came to Dublin and convened a special 
term of Laurens superior court and sen- 
tenced Robinson to hang January 3. 

It was “thought by the people here tha+ 
the effort of Robinson’s attorney to save 
his life would now cease. They were, 
therefore, very much surprised when, a 
day or two ago, tt was discovered that 
the pardoning board had been asked to 
commute Robinson’s sentence to impris- 
onment for life. They were also very 
indignant at the statements made before 
the pardoning board by the attorney fr 
the condemned man. Among other things 
it was assertcd that the jury in the 2ase 
was intimidated by a boisterous crowd in 
the court room during the progress of 
the trial and that Robinson had been 
unfairly convicted. There was not a 
word of truth in this, and on Wednesday 
a telegram was sent by the county officers 
of Laurens county to Governor Cand'er 
protesting at such methods being used to 
free the guilty man. The pardoning 
board refused to interfere in the case and 
the governor concurred in the decision 
of the board. 

Up to a day or two ago Robinson re- 
fused to have much to do with ministers 
or religion. During the past few days 
services have been held in his cell,, -ut 
Robinson did not appear to take muca 
interest in what was going on. To him 
spiritual comfort was something not to be 
sought or desired. 

Not since the war has a man been 
legally hanged in Laurens county before 
today. Thirty-five years or more ago a 
negro by the name of Jack Tucker was 
executed in Laurens county, Robinson».

Cammann Brothers, of Brunswick, 
Heirs to a Fortune. 


LEFT BY AN AUNT IN EUROPE 


She Died Last September—German 
Consuls Are Convinced Young 
Men Will Get the Money. 


Brunswick, Ga., January 3.—(Special.)— 
After several weeks of careful’ inquiry 
and investigation, the German consul at 
Richmond, Va., E. K. Vietor, and the 
German vice consul at Savannah, Ga., 
Emile Neuman, have become thoroughly 
convinced that Henry A. Cammann, of

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this city, is one of the rightful heirs to a 
large estate left to himself and his broth- 
er, William F. Cammann, by an aunt who 
died in Bremen, Germany, last September. 
Mr. Cammann and his attorney here,Colo- 
nel W. E. Kay, have been thoroughly con- 
vinced of the fact since notice was first 
received and have aided the various of- 
ficials in fully securing all the informa- 
tion they needed. The fortune is vari- 
ously estimated as worth from $75,000 to 
$100,000 in American money and consists 
of stocks and bonds. It comes as a great. 
relief to Mr. Cammann, a popular young 
business man, who has worked hard here 
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seemingly prepared for his departure. He 
stated his willingness to go and that the 
Lord was waiting to receive his soul. He 
spent his last hours iff prayer and spirit- 
ual meditation. 

At 11:30 o'clock the march for the gal- 
lows was begun. The execution was in 
private and only a few were admitted in- 
to the yard. A large number were on the 
outside, however, and viewed the fatal 
drop from various points of vantage. D. 
B. C. Nunnally, clerk of the superior 
court, read the death warrant and at 12 
o'clock Deputy Sheriff Oglesby touched 
the trigger and the body shot downward 
like an arrow. The fall was 6 feet, but 
Outland’s neck was not broken and it 
was fifteen minutes before the physicians 
in attendance pronounced he was dead. 
The crime for which Ernest Outland 
paid the penalty with his life was the 
murder of Thomas Mitchell, a colored 
man, near Millen, several months ago.

THEY BOTA GET BIG MONEY 


THREE NEGROES DROWN IN 
THE RIVER AT COLUMBUS 


Columbus, Ga., January 3.—(Special.)— 
By the overturning of a flatboat in the 
Chattahoochee river, just below the 
North Highlands dam, this morning, 
three negroes were drowned and W. 8. 
Lee, engineer for the Columbus Power 
Company, had a very,narrow escape. 

Mr. Lee was sou ng in the river 
above the dam and Whe negroes were 
paddling. The boat go@ out into the cur- 
rent and the negroes losing their heads, 
it was swept through the gap in the 
dam madc by the recent freshet. It was 
not overturned by the fall, but a short 
distance below; in very rough waters, 
was overturned, burying the five occu- 
parts in the heart of the rapids. One 
negro, Frank Harvey, was drowned it- 
stantly. Mr. Lee and the others swam 
to the boat and grasping it were carried 
rapidly down the river. 

A hundred .or so feet below Mr. J.ee 
and a negro, Howard Dunn, turned loose 
and made for a rock, which they reached. 
Will Bugsey, colored, seized and clung to 
a rock 50 feet farther on. Mat Dixore 
colored, was thrown into the rapids néar 
their feet. 

Mr. Lee and his companion were res- 
cued with great ditficulty, it requiring 
time and patience to get a bafteau to 
them. They worked for an hour trying 
to rescue the negro, Will- Bussey, on .the 
rock just below them. A line was thrown 
to him repeatedly, but he was so fright- 
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ened and benumbed by the cold that he 
could not, or would not, take hold of it, 
and finally slipped into the current and 
was drowned. 

The last negro, Dixon, when thrown 
into the rapids, finally gained a rock. It 
was bitterly cold in the water, and he 
died out on the rock, where his body still 
lies. It is thought that his death was 
caused by both fear and cold. All the 
negroes were employees of the Columbus 
Power Company. ’ 

The rapidly falling waters of the Chat- 
taroechec river this morring revealed 
the full extent of the damage to the great 
dam of the Columbus Power Company, 
on North Highlands, by the recent high 
river, Two big gaps were torn in the 
masonry, aggregating 180 feet in length. 
In these gaps the masonry was torn away 
to a depth of some 15 or 20 feet. ‘The 
power house is unable at present to run, 
all the river running through the gaps in 
the dam, and as a ccnsequence the two 
big cotton mills on North Highlands are 
silent. The Columbus Power Company 
will build a coffer dam at once, so that 
the power plant can resume operation.

The damage at North Highlands is va- 
riously estimated at from 325,000 to $50,- 
000.

Henry 
took up the correspondence with Colonel 
Kay, his brother being unable to attend 
to business, and in a short while two 
claimants from Baltimore showed up, and 
in answer to the advertisement said they 
were the heirs. The utter unreliability 
of their claims and the absolute justness 
of the Brunswick boys’ claims was then 
fully gone into by Colonel Kay, the Rich- 
mond consul and the Savannah vice con- 
sul until now there is nothing, practically 
speaking, in the way of the mcney being 
peid to the rightful heirs. Mr. Cammann 


has returned from Savannah, where he 
went to consult Vice Consul Neuman on 
the matter, and he is very much sat'sfied 


with the outlook. The condition.of his 


brother is also improving according to 
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advice received by Mr. Cammann today 


from the physician in attendance, and he 
is beginning the new year under very 
happy auspices. His friends here are 
pleased at his good fortune and with him 
hope that his brother will speedily be re- 
stored to health so that he can enjoy with 
him the fruits of an aunt’s love and devo- 
tion in thinking of them in this far-off 


land.

In such an assembly and for such a 
purpose the United States should be 
represented by one in every way 
worthy of the honor and representa- 
tive of the dignity and position of 
this nation.

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Consumption and Sanitation. 

Consumption continues to be the 
king of terrors, whose relentless as- 
Saults upon the citadel of human life 
have retused to retire before the ad- 
vancing march of science. Smallpox 
and yellow fever likewise continue tc 
play great havoc, but neither of these 
scourges can be compared with con- 
sumption; for while smallpox and 
yellow fever keep the undertakers 
busy when they come, and stir up 
great confusion and pangc among the 
multitudes, they age only occasional 
visitors at the worst, while consump- 
tion is an ever-present spirit of evil, 
whose baleful shadow lies constantly 
upon the paths of men. 

John C. Covert, United States con- 
sul at Lyons, France, is authority for 
the statement that 150,000 people die 
annually in France from consumption, 
most of them between the ages of 3( 
and 45 years. In Paris alone the an- 
nual death harvest of consumption is 
15,000 souls. But from the latest 
health statistics on record in Wash- 
ington, D. C., it appears that condi- 


tions in France are not quite so bad! 


as they are in Russia, Austria and 
Hungary, and we reproduce the fol- 
lowing table, which gives the figures 
somewhat more in detail and covers 
the two most maKMgnant types of con- 
sumption:

Many people labor under the mis- 
taken supposition that consumption is 
communicated from one person to 
another principally through the ex- 
halations of*the breath, but this the- 
ory is completely set at naught by 
the disclosures of recent scientific re- 
search, which clearly show that most 
of the consumptive germs in the air 
come from the expectoration of in- 
valids, the expectoration being harm- 
less until it is first dried and convert- 
ed into dust to be scattered by the 
winds and breathed into the nostrils. 

Pure air is perhaps the best rem- 
edy which science has yet provided 
against the ravages of consumption. 
Barriers to some extent may he erect- 
ed against this malignant destroyer of 
life by means of thorough sanitary 
regulations, and it is interesting to 
note that in such countries as Eng-. 
land and Germany, where close atten- 
tion has been paid.in ‘late years to 
matters: of ‘sanitation, there are fewer 
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deaths ftom consumption in propor- 


tion to population thag there are in. 


such countries as France and Italy, 
where the sanitary regulations are for 
the most part very poor. Sanitation 


may not entirely solve the consump-j; 


tive problem, but it will certainly 
help. 

Persons affected with this malady 
always find more of less relief at the 
seashore or on the high mountain al- 
titudes, where the atmosphere is un- 
contaminated by the foul impurities 
of artificial life, but is purified and 
sweetened by nature’s elixir. But all 
who are thus affected cannot betake 
themselves to such places of resort 
and the community owes it to them to 
see that the conditions which sur- 
round them are made as conducive to 
good health as sanitary regulations 
can possibly make them. 
American-Raised Egyptian Cotton. 

Recent experiments carried on by 
the government in the Salt River val. 
ley region of Arizona induce the belief 
that Egyptian cotton can be success- 
fully cultivated in the southwestern 
part of the United States, and perhaps 
in other sections where the agricul- 
tural and climatic conditions are sim- 
ilar. 

Early last spring an acre of ground 
near Phoenix, Arizona, was planted in 
Egyptian cotton with results which 
have been in the highest degree sat- 
isfactory to those immediately con- 
cerned in the experiment. In fact, 
samples forwarded to the secretary of 
agriculture have been pronounced the 
finest ever seen in the department at 
Washington, surpassing even the av- 
erage specimens produced in the val 
vey of the Nile. 

This announcement is fraught with 
very great industrial and commercial 
significance. On account of the length 
of the staple, in addition to .other 
marked advantages, Egyptian cotton 
has always commanded the best price 
in the market, and this financial con- 
sideration has been the cause of re- 
peated efforts to cultivate Egyptian 
cotton in the United States, but until 
the Salt River valley experiments 
were made last year it seemed that 
the cause was hopeless. 

If Egyptian cotton can be success- 
fully culuvated in the southwest, it 
will operate as an additional agency 
in the building up of this undevelopec 
section of the country, and at the 
same time add materially to the pres- 
tige which we have lately acqufred in 
the world’s market. 
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China Remembers Columbia. 

Through Minister Conger the Chi- 
nese government has recently an- 
nounced its intention of pi7sénting to 
Columbia university an exhaustive 
compilation of the: literature and his- 
tory of China. 

This substantial and graceful act of 
courtesy on the part oi the Chinese 
government has been prompted by the 
recent endowment of a chair of Chi- 
nese literature and history at Colum- 
bia university, but the tender has no 
doubt been hastened by the kindly at- 
titude of this country toward China in 
the adjustment of the Boxer troubles. 

In connection with the new chair 
which has been establisned at Colum- 
bia university it is of interest to note 
that when our Anglo-Saxon ancestors 
were still barbarians the Chinese were 
reaping the benefits of more than 
twenty centuries of enlightenment and 
culture.

Medicine and Surgery in 1901.

Dr. W. K. Van Reypen, surgeon gen- 
eral of the navy, pointing out the rapid 
advances in medicine and surgery in the 
year 1901, finds the greatest progress in 
surgery in the employment of agtiseptics 
for delicate internal operations. With far 
steater confidence that blood poisoning 


will not follow, and with the patient's 


chances of life correspondingly greater, 
the surgeons of today are practically 
fearless in entering the many cavitiés of 
the body. Death from an operation from 
uncompleted appendicitis is now almos\ 
unknown, he says; and tumors of the ab- 
domen, tumors of the brain and floating 
kidneys are removed with a boldness 
heretofore never employed. The modern 
discoverers of thorough antiseptics de- 
serve to be ranked on the world’s roll of 
honor with the healers who first em- 
ployed anaesthetics. The much discussed 
theory that many kinds of mosquitoes 
are carriers of disease germs, and the 
hope that yellow fever and malarial fever 
will disappear if mosquitoes are extermi- 
anted, is not fully shared by the surgeon 
general. He thinks that coincidenées and 
consequcnces may have been confounded, 
and says: “It needs more than a few 
hastily gathered facts to establish a 
theory beyond refutation.”

Tariff Reform and Reciprocity.

The demand for reciprocal trade treat- 
ies with other countries‘ comes largely 
from the agricultural people of the west. 
Not long. ago Governor Stanley, of Kan- 
sas, called a convention which has been 
Known as the reciprocity convention, to 
consider the question. The convention 
strongly favored trade relations with 
other countries, to be brought about by 
tariff reforms and reciprocity treaties. In 
the interest of the farmers, and especial- 
ly those of the Mississippi valley, as well 
as fhe people of Mexico, the tariff wall 
along the Rio Grande should be broken 
down.

Breadstuffs 
are especially in demand in all the tropi- 
cal countries of America; tncluding more 
especialiy Cuba, Wheat cannot l® raised 
in these countries, and the government 
should see to it that tariff restrictions do 
not interfere with the sale of our wheat. 
The movement in Germany to exclude 
the products of the American farms is 
without doubt a measure of retaliation. It 
is one which may be made at any time 
by other countries of Europe, and if the 
foreign market for our surplus wheat, ba- 
con and beef is closed it not only means 
ruin to the farmer, but to the working- 
man and the manufacturer alike.

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- TO THE UNITED STATES:

LOILA, Island of Panay, P. I.—In my, 
mind the most interesting phase of the 
* problem of the relations between the 
United States government and the Filipi- 
nos is that presented in these islands of 
what is known as the Visayan group. I 
believe I have said something of this 
kind in writing from other islands of 
this group, but nowhere has it all been 


'so strongly impressed upon me as here at 


lloilo, the chief city of the Island of Pa- 
nay, which is, to ali intents and pur- 
poses, absolutely pacified. So far as the 
officers of the army know there is not 2 
single actively hostile Filipino the 
island. The campaign here has been: very 
thorough, and the men who had charge 
of it believe that the last vestiges of the 
insurrecto element were some time ago 
driven out of the island, and there is 
every surface indication not only of 


peace, but of acquiesence in American au- | 


thority. Civil government has been es- 
tablished with one of the leaders of th 
Visayans at its head and everything is 
running as emoothly as could possibly 
be expected. 

That is the surface indication, the sur- 
face aspect of things. Yet with all this 
there is not an officer of the army here, 
there is not an American who does not 
believe that it is merely a question of 
time—perhaps of a very short time—be- 
fore there will be more trouble, and that 
when it comes it will be very serious 
trouble, none of these men doubt. 

The discovery of this feeling on the 
part of the American officers came very 
much as a surprise to those of us whc 
have been endeavoring to get at the bot- 
tom of conditions in these various islands. 
It had been so often told us that the 
Tagalo leaders of Luzon were responsi- 
ble for aJl of the insurrection that we 
expected to find the Visayan people not 
only professedly, but honestly friendly. 
But while it may be true that the Taga- 
los were chiefly instrumental in stir- 
ring up insurrection at the outset, the 
conditions now pervalling warrant the 
statememt that there 1s less friendliness 
in the heart of the Visayans for our gov- 
erpment than in the hearts of the Taga- 
los themselves. 

I have told you something of the con- 
ditions on Samar and Cebu and the small- 
er islands of this group or division, and 
I have endeavored to give what General 
Hughes told me about the character of 
the Visayans as he has learned them 
through close study. Even with his posi- 
tive ideas it seemed to me at the time 
that his broad generalizations could not 
apply to the islands of Panay and Negros, 
in the first of which there is the peace- 
able condition I have described, while in 
the latter there has been at no time any 
insurrection; but if the opinions of such 
men as Colonel Crane, who for a long 
time was stationed here, and a lot of 
bright young officers who “sre now here 
count for anything, Genera: Hughes is 
warranted in his assertion that from the 
American standpoint the Visayan is a 
much less lovable character and a much 
worse “adopted citizen’ than the Taga- 
lo himself. 

Just what this means will be realized 
when it is stated that the Visayans great- 
ly outnumber any of the other tribes of 
the islands. Their language is spoken 
by 3,500,000 people. Their islands com- 
prise the, great middie section of the 
archipelago lying south of Luzon and 
north of Mindanao. With the exception 
of Samar, all of the islands are quite 
densely populated. J have seen the pop- 
ulation of this island of Panay set down 
as 1,000,000 people and there is no ques- 
tion about it being thickly settled, but it 
does not always do to take these esti- 
mates of population at the figures given 
by the Spanish and the Filiptnos. Lloilo 
is, however, the second port in the islands 
in its commerce and there are several cities 
on the island that have an even larger 
population than this. 


* On the Island of Panay. 

We left Jolo at 5 o'clock one after- 
noon and arrived at Lioilo the morning of 
the second day. We found here quite a 
commodious harbor with a lot of real 
shipping, not merely little coasting ves- 
sels, but some large sailing ships and 
steamers, which gave the harbor a de- 
cidedly businesslike appearence. Viewed 
from outside, where our ship lay, the 
city carried an impress of size and im- 
portance, though the iocation is not par- 
ticularly attractive. Iloilo is not much 
above the level of the harbor. The coun- 
try around for some distance is flat and 
not particularly attractive. The business 
portion of the city was burned when the 
Filipinos left it in February, 1899, and 
most of the buildings which have taken 
fhe place of the old ones are smail one- 
storied affairs, temporary in their char- 
acter. 

Before the outbreak with the Filipinos 
at Manila an expedition was sent down 
to lloilo under the command of General 
Marcus Miller, who is, I believe, an ar- 
tillery colonel in the regular service. 
Among the troops who came with him 
was the Tennessee regiment. For nearly 
two months the transport carrying these 
troops lay in the harbor off the city, and 
Gen@al Miiler has been criticised in some 
quarters for not having landed his men 
sooner. Having taken the pains to §:0k 
up the records in this matter, I have 
found in General Otis’ reports the orig- 
inal documents showing that in delaying 
his landing General Miller was following 
explicitly the instructions of the presi- 
dent and the secretary of war. Kven 
after there had come the outbreak be- 
tween Aguinaldo’s forces and an army on 
Luzon, it was believed at Washington 


| that trouble with the southern islands 


could be avoided by diplomatic handling. 
In order to bring about a friendly state 
of affairs in these southern islands, the 
Washington authorities believed it wis: 
to keep the troops out in the harbor 
rather than to land them. The Filipinos 
protested against the landing, and it was 
President McKinley's theory that the 
Visayans would not give trouble unless 
our people aggressed them unnecessarily. 
Whether this was or was not the proper 
theory to go on, it is difficult in light of 
subsequent events to determine. When 
the troops were finally landed, it was to 
meet an active enemy which had taken 
the trouble to set fire to the business por- 
tion of the town before leaving It, as they 
had threatened to do in their communica- 
tions with General Miller. 

This fire, by the way, has resulted in 
a good many claims for damages against 
the United States being filed by property 
owners who seek to hold our government 
responsible for the destruction of their 

ions. Une of the most interesting 
documerts which the authorities down 
here have found bearing upon this queés- 
tien is the diary of the Filipino official to 
whom was intrusted the delicate task of 
distributing the coal oll with which a 
number of the business houses and resi- 
denhces were saturated in order to insufe 
a good stiff conflagration. This may play 
an important part when these damage 
suits are pressed. As we drew up to the 
wharf the ruins of this fire were to be 
seen tor perhaps half a mile down the 
Calle Real..

Driving up to headquarters my attea- 
tion was attracted by about the dnest 
specimen of an American officer I have 
found anywhere out here. Big and husky 
and alert*and business-like, he was turn- 
ing out the provost guard, for it Was 
evident that he was the. provost 
He turned, and there was Jim Heidt, @n 
Atlanta boy, whom everytody knows, and 
who is, | may say right here, regarded 
one of the best young officers in the in- 
fantry arm ot the service. He is first 
lieutenant commanding his company down 
here, and as the post is short of officers. 
he is at present provo’t marshal and 4 
lot of other things. ‘hese officers dow! 
in the Philippines are earning their 
salaries all right enough, and Lieutenant 
Heidt is giving the government as good 
return for the satary he receives a8 any 
of the lot. 

After paying my respects at headquar- 
ters, he and I and several of our party 
strolled down to his quarters, but a tew 
doors off. His muchacho had hardly 
cracked the ice before a voice tn imita- 
tion of singing—a pretty bad imitation at 
that—forced itself up through the hall, 
and was almost immediately followed by 
the man responsible for the alfliction. hie 
was Percy Jones—Captain Percy Jones, 
Med. Doc.—of the city ot Cedartown, Ga- 
Dr. Jones has been out here since the 
first landing of troops. After taking his 
degree at Vanderbilt untversity, he was 
doing time at thé city hospital in Nash- 
ville when the famous regiment of Ten- 
nessee volunteers was organized. Sy 
competitive examination he secured @ 
commission in the medical department, 
and, as 1 have said, he is one of the vet- 
erans of the original expedition to Panay. 
In fact, I believe he is one of the only 
two survivors now here, as there have 
been so many changes of troops since 
then that only he and “Paddy” Powell 
of the original crowd are lett. 

Powell is, to use his own descripton, an 
‘“unreconstructed Irish rebel,” who Was 
an officer in one of the volunteer regt- 
ments, and who is now one of the offi- 
cials of the customs service. He brought 
with him to lloilo the most delicious 
brogue ever heard on the tsland, and 
when there was a rumor that he was to 
leave, the authorities became alarmed at 
native threatenirgs of revolt. Theg- 
Filipinos had fallen so much in love with 
that brogue that they threatened another 
insurrection to prevent the departure of 
its owner, so Paddy has stayed on to 
become one .of the chief institutions of 
the town. As he objects to being known 
as Paddy, I don't mind mentioning here 
that he was christened “Herbert Byre,”’ 
but I am firmly convinced that his par- 
ents made a mistake at the christening, 
and so are a good many friends scatter- 
ed over America, who will have nothing 
but ‘“‘Paddy.”’ 

The Jusi Cloth. 

The jusi cloth is made at a little place 
called Molo, about two miles out from 
lloilo. Just why these people should be 
able to make it better than anybody else 
has not been explained to me, but jusl 
is the great industry of Molo, and it is 
responsible for a good deal of wealth and 
prosperity. I drove out there with Cap- 
tain Jones ang found several surprises 
awaiting me. The drive is along an ex- 
cellent road, a good deal of a novelty in 
the Philippine islands. This was lined by 
different varieties of palms and the usual 
lot of small nipa shacks or huts. I expect- 
ed Molo to be a village comprised of just 
such native huts, but instead I found a 
number of fine houses that would have 
done credit to Manila, and a cathedral 
that is not only one of the largest I have 
visited but contains some highly expen- 
sive decorations and a series of paintings 
which muyt have cost a small fortune. 

Quite a large market near the cathedral 
interested me because of the great variety 
of articles on sale there and beause of 
the black mud through which we had to 
tramp in getting about. Here I had my 
first taste of the native drink called tuba. 
This is made from the bud of the paim, 
and when fermented is calculated to start 
the wheels in a fellow's head going the 
wrong Way very rapidly. Stringent pre- 
cautions have had to be taken by our 
Officers to keep the men from getting at 
this drink, for it is pretty deadly; but 
that which I tasted had been only slightly 
fermented and seemed more like persim- 
mon beer than anything. else. 

Another of the surprises which Molo 
brought whs the discovery of an Amer- 
ican officer who ts able to roll off Spanish 
in a way that would make any Spaniard 
envy him. Most of our officers, and men, 
too, for that matter, have picked up 
enough of the Spanish words to get 
along, but few of them are at all fluent 
in the use of the language. This, how- 
ever, is not true of the aforesaid youth 
from Cedartown, who is an expert. He 
has the twist of the tongue that gives 
fluency of expression, a. : from the time 
of his arrival here he has been studying 
the lanvuavre systematically. He is known 
universally by the Spaniards and Filipil- 
nos as “the doctor who understands 
Spanish,’ and Lieutenant Heldt after- 
wards told me that this knowledge has 
not only been of great value to the army 
officers but that it is responsible for a 
very_handsome addition to the doctor's 
incomé“through outside practice. Cap- 
tain Jones more than doubles his salary 
through outside practice. 

In almost every home in Molo just is 
made. This cloth is a combination of 
pineapple fiber and silk, the silk threads 
being run through in different designs 
and in many different colors to give a 
very decorative effect. The material is 
gauzy and jis not very substantial, but it 
is very pretty when made up over silk 
or Some fabric like Canton linen.

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STATE TO TAKE 
BIG INSURANCE 


Will Secure by Monday Pol- 
- icies on Property Valued 
at $810,036. 


FIVE-YEAR POLICIES FOR 
THREE YEARS’ PREMIUMS 


Georgia Companies and Those Which 
Paid Soldiers’ Home Insurance 
Promptly To Be Liberally. 
Dealt With—Mrs. At- 
kinson’s Share. 


The new schedule of the state’s insur- 
ance was finished yesterday and copies of 
it were sent to agents of all the insur- 
ance companies which wii! issue policies 


to the state. ? 

The state’s insurance expires on dan- 
vary 6, next Monday, and the age nts will 
all probably notify * Adjutant General J. 
W. Robertson toddy of their acceptance 
of the amount allotted to the companies 


they represent. 

The state will insure its property this 
year to the amount of $810,036, whereas 
the amount three years 7go was $786,066. 
The amount of the premiums paid three 
years ago was $16,164.98. This was two 
years’ premiums, for which the state, by 
paying in advance, sécured the insurance 
for three years. 

This year the state will pay $24,773.62 
in premiums, <r three years’ premiums 
er the amount cf insurance to be taken. 
By paying this amount in advance the 
state secures iis insurance for five years. 

The consolidated items of insurance are’

sion, $17,000; the property at Camp 
Northen, $3,373; the North Georgia Agri- 
cultural eccllege, at Dahlonega, $25,000. 

The state's property is, by special ccn- 
tract, also insured against damage by 
lightning under the same policies. It is 
#lgo stipulated that any minor errors in 
dégcripticn of the property shall not af- 
fect the state’s interests in case of loss. 

This insurancé will be pretty evenly 
‘ divided out between the various insurance 
agents of the city with one or two ex- 
. options. On the governor's request Ad- 
jutant General Robertson will give Mrs. 
W. Y. Atkinson $100,000 of the insurance. 
He will give a libera! amount to the two 
Georgia companies, the Georgia Hom: 
and the Atlanta Home, and he will also 
remember libcrasly the companies which 
#0 promptly paid the insurance on the 
Soldiers’ Home.

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|PAYMENT ‘OF PENSIONS 1S 
WAITING ON-SUPREME COURT 


Pension Commissioner Lindsey Returns to His Office 
and Must Find Out Where He Stands 
Before Pensions Can Be Paid. 


has returned to the capitol, after 
spending the holidays at his home in 
Wilkinson count}. He was asked yester- 
day by a representative of The Con#itu- 
tion when he expected to begin the work 
of paying pensions for this year. 

“I can do nothing until the supreme 
court decides the question of the consti- 
tutionality of the Howell resolution,”’ he 
| said. “Until that is done, I will not 
know the status of the pension fund for 
this year. If the decision is adverse 
there will have to be some changes made 
in the present pension fund, though I 
don’t Know exactly what the governor 
will do. Uniess we can get the $62,500 ap- 
propriated by the legislature at its last 
sesson, it will be impossible to pay all of 
the indigent sold‘ers, ard it may be that 
the governor will order them paid pro 
rata out of the fund now available. This 
‘will give these pensioners about $50 each 
instead of $6. 

‘“‘As has been stated also, with an ad- 
verse decision, there will be no money 
for the indigent widows to whom pen- 
sions were promised by the legislature 
last year. With these two exceptions, 
however, all of the other pensions can be 
paid as usual. 

“Il am anxious to know where | am ‘at’ 
before I begin paying out the pensions, 
and for that reason 1 will not be able to 
begin work until the supreme court has 
been heard from. I hope, however, every- 
thing will be in good shape by the later 
part of this month, and that we can pay 
the pensions promptly and in a manner 
that wiil be satisfactory to everybody.’ 


WHAT THE LEGISLATURE COST. 

SSISTANT Treasurer CC. T. Furlow 
A has just finished figuring out the cost 
of the last session of the legislature, and 
the total is $70,644.30. Of course by far 
the greater part of this is for per diems 
and salaries of the members and em- 
ployees of t house and senate. ‘The 
per diems of Yrrembers and the salaries 
of clerks, porters and other employees of 
| both houses amount to about $58,000, while 
the balance, $12,644, was paid out for 
mileage of members and for trips of spe- 
clal committees. 

The cost of the session just closed was 
greater by several hundred dollars than 
ithe cost of any session since the fifty-day 
limit went into effect. This is probably 
} accounted for by the fact that there was 
more committee work than usual, and the 
general expenses were one or two hun- 
dred dcellars more than usual.

The commission is dated back to Febru- 
ary 1, 1900, the date the office was abol- 
ished.

OBEAR’S REPORT NOT .READY. 
HE report of Inspector General W. G. 
Obear upon the condition of the vol- 

unteer troops of the state has not et 

been made to Governor Candler, though 
it was thought it would be forthcoming 

by January 1. 

It develops, however, that there are sev- 
eral companies which have not yet been 
inspected, particularly the five negro com- 
panies at Savannah. Governor Candler 
Stated yesterday that these companies 
would have to be inspected before the 
inspector general could make a complete } 
report, and it is likely it will take ten 
days or two weeks to do this work. As 
long as the negro troops are a part of 
the state militia, Governor Candler says 
they will have to be inspected just as are 
the other companies. 

Colonel Obear, when asked about the 
matter yesterday, said he did not know 
when he would inspect the negro troops. 
He said he knew nothing about what he 
would do yet. and eould not say whether 
he would complete the inspectiqn of the 
troops or not. 


NOT A GENERAL MEETING. 

T is understood that the Pryor street 

property owners who will enter a pro- 
test against the closing of Pryor street 
for th: purpose of building a new pas- 
senger depot on the state’s property will 
not hold a general meeting, as was first 
thought that there will be a conferance 
between a few of those most interested 
tolay or tomorrow for the purpose of 
naming a committee to take the matter 
up with thé depot commission on Mon- 
day from the property owners” stand- 
point. No definite call for a meeting has 
been made, and it is probable that a 
number of those interested will be called 
together by telephone. The meeting will 
probably be held in the office of Captain 
W. D. Ellis, who started the movement. 
No fixed plan of action has been outlined 
as yet, but there is no doubt that a 
protest will be entered against the build- 
ing of the depot if it involves the closing 
up of Pryor street. Under the law, the 
matter is wholly in the hands of the com- 
mission, but some of the preperty owners 
have threatened to invoke the courts to 
stop the closing of this street. 


CITY AFFAIRS TACKLED 
BY GRADY DEBATING CLUB 


HILE the Henry Grady Club was 
W debating last night on the question 

whether or not children should be 
expelled from the public schools because 
their parents did not pay tax, one of the 
speakers, A. B. Warner, pointed to one 
public official who, he said, had not paid 
a dollar of taxes since 189%—neither state 
nor city. 

The declaratiom created a mild sensa- 
tion in the audience. 

The speaker showed there were over 
7,000 children attending the public schools 
whose parents did not pay a dollar's 
worth of taxes, while the children of 
many parents who did pay tax were 
forced out of the over-crowded schools. 

The question under debate was: ‘“Re- 
solved, That the children of parents who 
do not pay taxes be expelled from the 
public schools.’ 

The affirmative was represented by A. 
Bb. Warner and V. M. Newton; the nega- 
tive by E. F. Childress and O. H. Puck- 
ett. 

Warner was loaded with statistics and 
made some strong points. 

Newton took the position that nearly 
all parents were able to pay the small 
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tax asked and the receipts from these 
delinquents would amount to over $8,000. 
He said if there were any parents abso- 
lutely too poor to pay the small tax 
there were other schools provided for 
their children in the city. 

Childress thought it Was an absurd idea 
to expel a child because its parents did 
not do their duty to the government. It 
was wrong, he argyped, to keep a child 
from being educated because it was the 
offspring of poor parents. The public 
schools were meant for the public, and as 
much for the poor child as the rich. 

Puckett said the tap root of the ques- 
tion was what should be done with the 
children of the hundreds of poor widows 
in the city who could hardly pay for their 
children’s food and clothes. He said the 
way to raise more money for the city was 
to cut down the larée salaries which 
were being paid the office holders. “The 
superintendent of the schools,” he said, 
‘was himself getting a salary which was 
too fat, and there were plenty of men in 
the city hall who were being overpaid for 
their services.”” Tho idea, he said, of 
paying these big salaries and then expel 
a poor child from school was too absurd 
to be argued before an intelligent au- 
dience. 

The decision was given in favor of the 
negative by eleven majority. 


ANOTHER CHILD SUCCUMBS. 


Second Death from Scarlet Fever in 
Two Days in Family of 
T. A. Wells. 

Another child of Mr. and Mrs. T. A. 
Wells succumbed to scariet fever yester- 
day morning, the death being the second 
in the family within two days. Wednes- 
day night Harnest, the 5-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Wells, passed away after 
an illness with scariet fever. The two 
remaining children, Marvin, 
age, and Jessie, aged 1 year, are also ill 
with the same disecse. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wells reside about 5 miles 
from the city on the Campbeliton road. 
Julia died yesterday morning at 5 o'clock, 
and the funeral scivices were conducted 
at the residence at 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon. The interment was in the family 
burying grourd at the Central Christian 
church. The body of Earnest was in- 
terred there the diy preceding.

MOVING FORWARD 


A Large Number of Streets Paved 
During the Year, 


REPAIR WORK... EXTENSIVE 


Annual Report of Street Committee 
of Council Kecommends Lib- | 
eral Appropriation for 

This Year. 


_-___ 


The street committee,-of which Coun- 
ciiman W. M. Terry is ehairman, finished 
its report yesterday and tt will be sub- 
mitted to council next Monday after- 
noon. The report contains the informa- 
tion that much street work of a substan- 
tial character was done during the past 
year. The committee recommends that 
liberal appropriations be made this year 
to carry, on the work of laying chert and 
macadam on streets not subjected to 
heavy traffic. 

Nearly all the work paseed up by the 
committee during 1901 has been com- 
pleted. According to the report the 
equipment of the street department has 
been greatly improved during the past 
twelve months and the stock, harness and 
wagons are all in excellent condition. 
Commissioner of Public Works Collier 
and his assistants, City Engineer Clay- 
ton and.his assistants, and Captain Don- 
aldson, superintendent of the Fulton 
county department of public works, are 
all commended by the committee for 
work accomplished during the year. 

The committee’s report follows: 

To the honorable mayor and general 
council—Gentlemen: Your committee on 
Streets makes the following report for 
the year 1901 and beg to refer to the re- 
ports of the commissioner of public works 
and city engineer for a complete and de- 
tailed statement of the wcrk of the de- 
partment for the year. From these re- 
ports you will observe that during the 
year just closed we have done as much 
effectual work as has been done by the 
Street department in any year of the 
city’s history. Not only in quality have 
we don. well, but also in the character 
of the work. 

During the year Capitol avenue. from 
Bass to Fair; Washington from Clarke 
to Woodward avenue and Whitehall (on 
one side) from Windsor to crossing of 
Southern railway, have been paved with 
sheet asphalt on concrete. We have also 
put down 62-100 mfles' of belgian block 
pavement and 4.84 miles of excellent mac- 
adam pavement: Also 65 miles of gut- 
ter paving; 7.75 miles of sidewalks taken 
up, regraded and relaid; 6.30 miles of 
grading for new sidewalks; 9,614 lineal 
feet of curbing reset; 7,452 lineal feet of 
fences taken down and rebuilt on ac- 
count of new sidewalks. 


Much Repair Work. 

Besides this, a great déal of repair 
work has been done during the year on 
both streets anc sidewalks. We are very 
much pleased with the chert and mac- 
adam streets put down during the year, 
and join with the commissioner in urg- 
ing that liberal apprcpriations be made 
for this class of paving until all our light 
traffic sfreets are paved. During the 
year we have paved Decatur street from 
Bell street to Southern railway crossing, 
except a small area near the mouth of 
Cornelia street, which should be paved 
with belgian blocks as sé0n “as the work 
can be done. 

The work on Edgewood avenue has 
been carried forward satisfactorily; the 
street has been paved, sidewalks laid and 
lots adjacent fied up. ft is necessary 
during 1902 to pave the cross streets on 
either side of Edgewood. The work on 
Whitehall street, between Windsor and 
Garnett, has advanced fapidly. (The 
county commissioners rendered very ef- 
fectual help in this work.) Most of the 
grading and filling in of lots has been 
accomplished; most of the houses raised 
and walls buflt. 

All the work passed up by your com- 
mittee has been practically completed, 
with the exception of the work on Baker 
street. between Ivy and Peachtree; Cur- 
rier, between Fort and Hilliard; Ogle- 
thorpe, between Peeples and Lawton; 
Hendrix avenue, between Pryor and 
Windsor, all of which are well advanced 
and would have been completed but for 
fhe terrible weather during the last 
three weeks in the year. Having been 
credited to their respeetive wards, we 
would recommend to the next finance 
committee that the speciai appropria- 
tions, equal] to the balance to their credit 
in the treasury, be made for the comple- 
tion of the work on the streets named. 

We cheerfully commend our commis- 
sioner of public works, H. L. Collier and 
his able assistants, City Engineer Clay- 
ton and his assistants, for faithful and 
conscientious work; also Captain Thomas 
Donaldson, superintendent of Fulton 
county public works, for his excellent 
help during the year. We have found 
them most capable and willing officials.

Cannot Do Work Required of 
It Without More Money, 
It Says. 


WILL MAKE DEMAND FOR 
LARGE APPROPRIATION 


All Physicians Called Upon To Re- 
port Cases of Tuberculosis—City 
Chemist Reports on Milk 
Analysis—Last Meeti\'g 
of Old Board. 


“More money, or we cannot do the 
work required of us,’ is the cry of the 
board of héalth, and that will be the 
keynote of the report which the board 
will send to council. 

The last meeting of the board as at 
present constituted was held at the city 
exchange yesterday afternoon. There 
were tew matters of interest taken up, 
but when the annual report was reached, 
Burton Smith, the retiring member, said 
before parting with the board he desired 
to go on record as demanding that coun- 
cil furnish more money to do the work 
which the board of health is called upon 
to do. 

“They do nothing but cuss us and cut 
us down,’ declared Mr. Smith. “The 
city counci!] has not given us the money 
| we ought to have. I assert that this de- 
partment is one of the best and most 
important that the city has. It is the 
work of this department that has made 


it possible for the city to grow in strength 
and greatness. But, in order to do the 
work that we are looked to for, we 
need more money, and I say that report 
should say so emphatically. If we do not 
get it, the work cannot be done properly, 
and that is all there is about it.” 

Mr. Smith had the unanimous support 
o fthe board in his views of the matter, 
and the annual] report to council will ex- 
plain the situation without mincing 
words. It will state that the board of 
health must havea larger allowance. 
When the report goes before the finance 
committee, members of the board will be 
there to press their claim, and Mr. Smith 
has consented to join them in this up- 
peal. 


To Isolate Tuberculosis. 


E. H. Richardson, who is secretary of the 
board, calls attention to the fact that 
tuberculosis has been classed among the 
contagious and infectious diseases, under 
the rules of the board of health and will 
be treated accordingly. “This feature of 
the report is as follows: 


In harmony with the advanced thought of 
the medica! profession, this board has placed 
tuberculosis among the contagious and in- 
fvctious diseaser ar.d we hope that the sen- 
timent of the medical profession will so 
crystallize in the near future n the sub- 
ject thac all cases of this disease will be re- 
ported and as far as possible isolated, and 
fumigation resorted to im order to prevent 
the spread and propagation of this king of 
diseases. 


All the physicians of the city: are urged 
to report cases of consumption. so that 
they may be isolated, and the same pen- 
alties are attached to a failure to do 80 
as to the failure to report scarlet fever 
or diphtheria ‘These cases will be prop- 
erly isolated, and fumigation will follow 
them in each instance: 

City Chemist’s Report. 

City Chemist Andrew M. Lloyd read his 
annual report to the board. The report 
shows that the chemist has given most of 
his time te the analysis and investigation 
of milk sold in the cty. He goes on to 
show that the milk problem is the most 
important matter coming under his de- 
partment, and he makes the gratifying 
statement that “the milk gold in the city 
of Atlanta today is purer and of better 
quality than it has ever been.” 

Willis A. King, the milk inspector, has 
taken 1,634 samples of milk during the past 
year, and all of this number went to the 
chemist. From various tests in the labo- 
ratory, he decides which samples he shall 
analyze. The percentage of adulteration 
this year is greater than last, and the 
chemist attributes this fact to Inspector 
King’s untiring efforts to see that Atlanta 
gets’ purer and better milk. - 

The report is discussed under three 
heads: First, value of milk as a food; 
second, conditions which influence the 
composition of milk; third, the effect of 
food upon the quality of milk. 

Other M-tters Considered. 

On motion of Dr. Bizzell, a committee 
of three was appointed to consider and 
report upon the advisability of revising 
the committees of the board of health. 
There will be three new members upon 
the board this year, and the object is to 
assign them to committee work best 
suited to them and to the convenience of 
the whole board. This committee is com- 
posed gf Drs. Bizzell, Benson and Rich- 
ardson. 

The semi-monthly rercrt of Chief Sani- 
tary Inspector George M. Hope was read. 
It showed the work done by the sani- 
tary department during the latter half cf 
| December. 

Health Officer Kenredy reported that 
within the last week, during which the 
city physicians have been at work, 4,500

REPAIR WORK IS NECESSARY

gteater damage throughout Fulton coun- 
‘ty than has been recorded at any time 


@uring the past ten years. «©. 

*Forrest Adair, the newly elected chair- 
man of the board of county commission- 
ers, who is also chairman of the public 
works committee, is receiving reports 
ftom the various district road commis- 
gioners and citizens, showing that in 
places many of the county roads and 
other public work has been damaged to 
a’ considerable degree. Chairman Adair 
etated last night that he was unable to 
estimate the total amount of damage, but 
that it will be between $5,000 and $10,000. 

One of the biggest losses was sustain- 
eg at the Nances creek bridge on the 
Powell ferry road. The bridge was en- 
tfrely washed away, as was also a heavy 
fill approaching the. bridge on either side 
of the creek. The bridge and fill repre- 
sented a big piece of work, as the con- 
victs were engaged there several warks 
in {ts construction. All the work will now 
have to be gone Over again. 

Much of the work on the 
roads is new and in numbeiw of Places 
the roads are badly washed. 
creeks and branches were transformed 
by the rains into rushing torrents and 
dn some instances the culverts under the 
roads proved too small to permit passage 
for the great volumes of.water. Conse- 
quently the water struck the road beds 
and fills with such force that the dirt was 
eaten away in great quantities. 

Much of the damage resulted from 
these overflows of culverts. In other 
Ways, also, huge gullies were washed in 
the roads and sections of road bed car- 
Tied away by the seething watefs. 

This damage fiecessarily interferes with 
traffic, but the county authorities are 
using efforts to put the roads back in 
@60d condition as soom as possible. In 
addition to the regular working force 
of convicts there Is a repair gang sthe 
duty of which ts to act in emergencies 
such as has arisen. This force is now 
at. work and is kept busy repairing the 
different details of damage. Shagrman 
Adair states that owing to the amount 
of work on hand it will probably be nec- 
essary to increase the repair gang and 
divide it into two Squads. 

The chairman will hold a conference 
this morning at 9 o'clock with Captain 
T. J. Donaldson, superintendent of public 
works, at which time he wilt ascertain 
the. extent of the damage and give in- 
structions about the work.

Chairman Adair has assumed active 
charge of the duttes incident to the chair- 
manship of the board. Yesterday after- 
n , he checked Over the pay roll of the 
co “Signea’ warrants for the’ ex+ 
penses of the past month, the bills of 
which had already been passed on by 
the finance committee. 

At the-conference with Captain Donald- 
son this morning, as chairman of .th@ 
public works committee, he will receive 
a detailed report as to the workings of 
that department. He will ascertain the 
number of convicts at each of the four 
camps, the nature of the work in which 
they are now engaged, the location of 
the work, and will give directions as to 
what work is to be done next week.

INDUSTRIES OF VIRGINIA. 


Census Figures Show Great Increase 
for the Decade. 
Washington, January 3«—-The census bu- 
reau today issued a preliminary report 
on the manufacturing industries of Vir- 
ginia and the cities of Norfolk, Peters- 
burg, Richmond and Roanoke in that 
state. It shows for the state a total 
of 8.245 manufacturing establishments in 
1900, an increase of over 39 per cent during 
the decade. The total capital was $103,- 
512,855, an incnease of 63 per cent; average 
number of wage earners 72,527, increase 
35 per cent; total wages $22,396,060, in- 
crease 41 per cent. The miscellaneous ex- 
penses were $12,258,244, an increase of © 
per cent; cost of materials used $74,762,- 
749, increase 49 per cent; value of all man- 


ufa¢turing products, including custom 
work and repairing $132,735,620, increase 


of 50 per cent. 

For the cities separately reported the 
principal figures are: 

Norfolk—Four hundred.and forty-five 
establishments, capital $6,425,099, increase 
8 per cent; value of products $9,397,335, 
increase 84 per cent. The average num- 
ber of wage earners 4,334; total wages 
$1,571,229; miscellaneous expenses  $701,- 
597; cost of materials used $5,283,975. 

Petersburg—Two hundred and twenty- 


five establishments: capital $3,960,987; 
wage earners 4,730, drawing a total of 
$1,048,550 wages; miscellaneous expenses 
$658,689; cost of materials used $8,747,- 


656; value of products $6,464,464. The val- 
ue of products decreased almost 10 per 
cent; the number of establishments de- 
creased 17 per cent and the capital in- 
creased over 1 per cent. : 
Richmond—Seven hundred and _ sixty- 
three establishments, capital $20,848,620; 
wage earners 16,692; total wages $,181,- 
659; miscellaneous expenses $6,158,301; cost 
of materials used $13,161,697 and value of 
products $28,900,616. The number cf es- 
tablishments decreased 20 per cent; capi- 
tal increased 24 per cent and value of 
products increased 4 per cent. 
Roanoke—One hundred and fwenty es- 
tablishments, capital $2,057,744, wage earn- 
ers 2,688; total wages $1,178,542; miscel- 
Janeous expenses $122,145; cost of materi- 
als used $3,730,926; value of products $5,- 
709.817. There was no report for 18990.

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GOOD OF MANUAL TRAINING | 
URGED BY LADY VISITORS 


NE of the interesting features of 


O the annual meeting of the board 

of education was the report of the 
| wees d of lady visitors, of which Mrs. H. 
B. Wey is chairman. 

All the ald officers of the board were 
reelected, as follows: Hoke Smith, pres- 
Gent; Hamilton Douglas, vice president; 
S. M. Landrum, secretary, ard James T. 
Orme, treasurer. 

During the past year the schools have 
spent $187,534.84. Of this. $17,000 went to 
school buildings, $6,00@ for sanitary im- 
provements, $147,984 for teachers’ salaries, 
and the balance for miscellaneous ¢x- 
penses. 

The board is now completely without 
funds and is entirely dependent upon the 
liberality of the new council for its 1902 
appropriation. 

roliowing is the report made by Mrs. 
H. B. Wey, chairman of the board of 
lady visitors: 

Atianta, Ga., December 28, 190!.—Board of 
Education of Atlanta Pubiic Schnools,—<entie- 
men: The working force of the board of vis- 
itors has been so reduced by unavuidabie cir- 
cumstances that it has been rmpossible to make 
the usual number of visits, consequently this 
report cannot be as compiete as we would de- 
sire, We regret any interruption in the work, 
but assure you that there is no decrease in 
interest, 

First, as to immediate necessities. We urge 
that these be provided for as soon as the ap- 
propriation for 1902 is made: 

1. Hydrants, large catch-basins and porce- 
lain lined cups for both boys’ and girls’ yards. 
This arrangement will enable the children to 
use fresh, running water at recess, Coolers 
for indoor use should be provided as fast as 
possible. The experiment at Cabhoun street 
school is not a success either in design cr 
execution. 

2. Shades in new rooms, or where needed. 

3. Another room for manual training. The 
vacant room at Crew street school is suggested 
by Mr. Utterbach, 

4. A closer attention to small repairs, 
to the outlay of the repair fund, 

5. A careful inspection of text-books in use 
at the high schools. Some changes are needed 
and should be made as soon as possible. 

6. Suitable and sufficient maps to take the 
place of those removed from the school rooms, 

In our judgment this school year did not 
open as auspiciously as last year. This is 
partly to be attributed to the character of the 
September normal, which, mathematically 
speaking, was one-third good, two-thirds little 
or no good, 

The instruction given at that time in the 
use of the Wdrd method of teaching reading 
in the first and second grades is apparently 
bearing good results. The teachers are, %0 
far as we have observed, painstaking to their 
efforts to give the system a fair test. Some 
of them are enthusiastic; in these instances 
it will, of course, be more successful. To our 
old-fashioned eyes, it is marvelous what can 
be accomplished in one lesson. With these 
short cuts and better ways of doing old things, 
we surely shall be able to find the time for 
doing some of the new things which up-to- 
date educators say we must do. The cagerness 
of many teachers to avail themselves of every 
such opportunity comes frequently to our no- 
tice, and is always worthy of commendation. 
For this reason we regretted to rote precious 
time and opportunity lost in listening to the 
two other instructors. Whoever was respon- 
sible for the engagement of those two lecturers 
lowered the standard of the work to be done, 
and underestimated the intelligence and needs 
of our teaching force as a whole. The resu!ts 
of such mistakes are far-reaching and should 
not be passed lightly by. 

Beyond a doubt, the value of manual train- 
ing to society and to the individual is slowly 
and surely taking root in this community. The 


and 
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use of the brush and colors proves quite fas- 
cinating, and, because of the greater scope it 
gives for individual expression, affords a better 
training for the eye than the use of the pencil 
or pen alone, The introduction of sewing and 
whittling is one more step in the right direc- 
tion. The work is managed with varying de- 
grees of efficiency, but with Mr. Utterbach 
and his assistants at the helm, we doubt not 
that the end of the year will find these branches 
well engrafted in the system. The principles 
of making garments and household articles be- 
ing mastered, a way must be found to teach 
other home duties, particularly cooking and 
cleaning. 

Especially is there need for this kind of in- 
struction in the negro schools. 

The force of this training is obvious whea 
we consider the children of our day as we 
find them. Allow me to quote from a report of 
@ special committee of the last Nationa) Edu- 
cational Association: ‘“‘They (the young peo- 
ple) are self-centered, interpreting freedom as 
the liberty to do as they feel at a given mo- 
ment. They lack the stamina to do cheerfully 
the thing they disifke to do, even when they 
know it to be right. The result is a certain 
lawlessness, a lack of personal responsibility, 
scant consideration of others and sometimes de- 
plorably bad manners.’’ Verily, a true picture 
of the rising generation! 

If manval training has that wholesome, 
steadying effect so much to be desired, you can 
make no mistake in extending a department 
which tends to correct the restless, impudent 
and irreverent child which is abroad in the 
land. Those who object on a@rount of over- 
crowding must study greater economy of time 
as well as the beneficial results which the plan 
involves, 

Experience proves that we can rely upon Dr. 
Toepel to keep up the efficiency and enthusi- 
asm in Ais department, and shall look forward 
to the time when every school shall have the 
apparatus which Davis street school has won 
for itself. 

Upon work tin other departments we can 
comment with greater justice after a more 
thorough inspection. There are, however, cer- 
tain weaknesses in the public schoo] system to 
which our attention Is so frequently called that 
concerning them we question you briefly and 
pointedly. 

1. To the community at farge, the work of 
the grammar school is more satisfactory than 
that of the high schools. Why? 

2. Why is our Boys’ High school not better 
patronized? Financially, it is the leak of the 
system. 

3. The board of education faile to secure 
funds to meet ordinary demands and pay its 
teachers. Why? 

These questions are pertinent and should be 
satisfactorily answered, 

We have frequéntly suggested the advis- 
ability of creating and arousing a stronger pvub- 
lie sentiment in favor of our schools, It is 
one sure way of opening the eyes and hearts 
of the average councilman. Whv not enlist the 
interest and cooperation ofthe lecture associa- 
tion. so that popular and valuable instruction 
might be given on modern education and what 
it must accomplish. if well sustained. Our 
schools should be showing the effect of these 
prosperous days, and now is the time to put 
forth your best efforts. 

Fach year the new south takes c® a more 
definite shape and children must he trained 
to meet new conditions. The secbool official 
who ie not at the same time a stiwient of social 
conditions or who nurses projudices fails to 
do his work and will be held accountable there- 
for. The welfare of family and estate centers 
in the welfare of the child. This has been ac- 
counted true since the days of Mosean down 
through the centurtes until the Great Teacher 
ealt when He spoke of the little ones: ‘‘Woe 
to that’man by whom the offense cometh.’”’ 

Small n and corrupt.administrations can- 
not destroy this basic principle of good govern- 
ment. The vresident of the board of education 
represents this principle in his own city. WIi!l 
he lead vou and us into a higher conception 
of our chliligations? He has. the power an‘ 
ability. He can have the moral sunport of al! 
rigkt-thinkinge neople if he cletma it. Peaene-t- 
fully submitted, MRS.

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He learned many things in a very few 

in the first place he learned that 
whisky was 15 cents a drink, and that it 
was cheaper to buy two drinks for a 
quarter than one.

RACE WITH DEATH 
10 SAVE HUSBAND 


| Distressed Woman Makes Pitiful Plea 


to Chief of Police. 


TRYING TO REACH FLORIDA 


Her Husband, Who Accompanies 
Her, Is Dying with Consymp- 
tion—She Tells Her Piti- 
ful Story. 


Racing against death, which is about 
to overtake her husband in dread con- 
sumption’s form, Mrs. Edward Williams 
called at the polic? barracks yesterday to 
get free transportation for herself, her 
little 5-year-old girl and her almost dying 
husband. 

The woman stated tc the chief of police 
that they had come from Alpena, Mich., 
and were trying to get to Florida to save 
her husband's life. 

“The doctor told us,” she said, “that 
unless we got to Florida at once my hus- 
band would be a dead man. He has been.

thought no trouble or hardship would be 
too great for me if I could only get him 
where his life would be spared. We had

would last. We rode the first part of the 
way in a buggy which we owned, but 


were forced to sell the team to get, money 
to live on. At last we had to beg our 
way, and we have reached Atlanta. If 
the good people here will only send us to 
the next city, we can, perhaps, beg our 
way a little farther.’’ 

The woman stated she. had been to see 
City Warden Hunter, and he had provided 
her with transportation only as far as 
Griffin, 43 miles. 

“That will do us no good,” she told the 
ctief of police, ‘“‘as Griffin, I am told, is 
a small town and the officials will not 
be able to help us farther. 1 think the 
warden only wanted to get us out of 
town. I have only a few dollars left, 
hardly enough to buy food along the 
way.”’ 

The ill husband accompanied the wom- 
an, and he looked to be in the last stages 
of consumpticn.

“HISTORIAN” MACLAY. 


The Navy “Department Laborers’ ”’ 
Treatment of @ Dying Sister. 


(From The Los Angeles Record.) 


Edwin Stanton Maclay, ‘laborer in the navy 
yard at Brooklyn, historian for the bureAu of 
navigation @md general all-round utility ‘man 
to do the dirty work for. the navy department, 
ie not unknown in Los Angéles. 

His father used to live in San Fernando and 
was a prominent figur# in Methodist ministerial 
circles, and the historian wae born there. 

His eister, Mrs, Cooper, died some months 
ago and under rather diatressing circumstances, 

A physician of this city attended the lady 
while she lived, but there was. nothing that 
could be done for Ner beyond providing her 
with the comforts demanded by an invalid. 

She was a widow and im straitene’ circum- 
stances, and had not the wherewithal to supply 
for herself the things meeded to render her short 
stay on earth more 6asy, 

She told her physician that her brother, Ea- 
win T. Maclay, was at the Brooklyn navy yard 
in the government service and that he could, if 
he would, send her the means wherewith to 
provide some of the thiggs that she needed. 

The doctor aceordingly wrote to him and 
stated tle case to him exactly as it was, that 
his sister had not long to live and that Ke could 
render her remaining days more comfortable 
to her by a small weekly or monthly contri- 
bution to her. 

He was asked if he could not do this, at 
least to send a little money to his sister, as 
she would probably have to be buried by fréoends 
unless he did so. The doctor waited a few 
days for his reply, and was not disappointed. 

He received the reply al? right, but it was 
hardly the réply that he had expected a brother 
to make to the appeal of a dying eister for 
aid and comfort. ' 

In fact, the historian atmised the doctor and 
heaped contumely on his sister and said that 
he had enough of the troubles of other people 
without adding her burdens to them, 

He absolutely refused to pay her doctor’s bill, 
and not only that, but he refused, in no polite 
terms, to provide even a loaY of bread to the 
invalid sister. 

The doctor put the letter away and never 
showed it to the sister, so that she never knew 
of the eartlessness of her now notorious 


brother.

regarded the whole affair as a pitiable in- 
stance of the ingratitude of ome that should 


~have only love and protection for his sister. 


From» the text of the letter; it is easy to see 
that Maclay has a fund of vituperation on tap 
for either the heroes of the nation or for his 
own sister, as he did not spare the latter in 
his scurrilous letter to Dr. Cowles any more 
than hé spared old Admiral Schiey in his no- 
torious “History of the Spanish War."’

COLLIER RECOMMENDS 
IMPORTANT CHANGES 


EXT Monday afternoon Commis- 
N sioner of Public Works Collier will 

‘submit to council his recommenda- 
tions for 1902. He recommends a prison 
suit for city prisoners and makes some 
interesting suggestions touching this mat- 
ter. He says that ten additional teams 
will be necessary to carry on the work 
of his department, as that, at the begin- 
ning of his term of office last year, he 
found the equipment completely worn 
out. 

Mr. Collier thinks the sewers should all 
be cleaned out ad that more attention 
should be directed to the construction of 
‘“laterals’’ and the enlarging of main sew- 
ers. He urges that an appropriation _of at 
least $10,000 be made to cover sewer re- 
pairs. Regarding the matter of bridges 
he recommends that the Magnolia street 
bridge be rebuilt; that the Edgewood ave- 
nue bridge be given special attention; 
that the Newport avenue bridge be rebuilt 
and that other structures of like charac- 
ter be given a thorough overhauling. He 
thinks $4,000 would be a proper appropria- 
tion for bridge repairs. 

The commissioner makes several sug- 
gestions regarding better pavements, es- 
pecially in the center of town, and recom- 
mends that a scale of charges be fixed tu 
cover tearing up of pavements by varieus 
persons to whom’ ‘permits have been is- 
sued. Mr. Collier takes a strong stand in 
opposition to the general custom of let- 
ting annual contracts, and is of the opin- 
ion that considerable money would be 
saved to the city if material was bouht 
only when needed and from firms submit- 


ting the lowest pia. 

The recommendations are as follows: 

To the Honorable Mayor and General Council, 
City of Atlanta.—Gentlemen: While the prac- 
tice has not heretofore prevailed, yet I think 
it eminently proper for me, a6 commissioncr 
of public works, at the cowrmencement etn 
new year, to make known to your honorabie 
body the needs of my department. Since it is 
the earnest wish of all to make 1902 the most 
fruitful year of good results in the citys his- 
tory, probably it is unnecessary to apologize 
for this innovation, but to proceed to ask for 
what we need. 

‘First. The prison building should be enlarged 
and made fire-proof by placing cement floors in 
every department. Estimated cost, $|,500. 

Second. The stables are totally unfit for use; 
there is really danger of them falling and kill- 

he stock. 

OTird. The blacksmith shop is very dilapi- 
dated, ill-arranged and too small, 

I have already quarried stone sufficient for 
the buildings. Most of the work can be done 
by convict labor. We will require masons, and 
will have to purchase material for roofing, 
glass and lumber, also cement and lime for 
mortar. The stable is now in course of con- 
struction. To complete it and the blacksmith 
shop will require about $2,000. When com- 
pleted they will be sufficient for the depart- 
ment’s use for the next thirty years. 


Demands of Humanity. 


Prison Suit—A prison suit is also much need- 
ed. Humanity and common decency demand 
something of the kind. We frequently have 
sent us prisoners too nearly nude to work on 
the streets, or even be exposed to the weather. 
A suit, consisting of shirt and overalls for 
men and boys, and a loose fitting dress, with 
belt, for women and girls, of strong, coarse 
material, with back of shirts and dresses mark- 
ed with the letters ‘“‘D. Ww.” (made. of 
cloth of a contrast color) stitched on, would be 
suitable. To supply these suits would require 
about $400. They would Improve the sani- 
tation of the prison, as well as materially add 
to the comfort of the prisoners. 

Equipment—To economically execute the work 
expected, of the department, it is absolutely 
necessary that you give us at jeast ten teams 
more. I am confident we would with the same 
forces have accomplished 33 1-3 per cent more 
work last year could we have had these teams, 
The magnitude of the work rapidly increases 
with each year, yet, during I90I, we did the 
work of the department with five teams less 
than my predecessor had in 1899 and 
Ten teams (horses, harness and wagons) will 
cost about $4,000. 

Stone Crusher—A medium-sized stone crusher 
is also badly needed, one that can be hauled 
to any railroad yard or street on which we are 
paving, thus saving the unnecessary handling 
of stone and enabling us to break them into 
proper sizes for macadam and concrete. Such 
a machine complete would cost about $4,885. 

Steam Roller—The steam roller, also much 
needed, was partially provided by the last 
council. ° Trade would have been completed had 
not the roller been purchased on a thirty days’ 
trial (guaranteed to be as good as new, 
though used five months), which period does 
not expire until about the last of January, I 
trust your honorable body will promptly take 
such steps as may be necessary to consummate 
the trade, provided the guaranteed condition 
of the roller proves good. With these additions 
to our buildings and equipment promptly made, 
you shall have no cause to complain at the 
quantity or character of our work during your 
administration. When I assumed control of 
the public works department in January, I90I, 
I found the equipment completely worn out— 
sixty-four mules scarcely worth feeding, old 
and decrepit; twenty-seven wornout wagons; 
seven badly abused carts, harness with parts 
tied together with bale wire and a worthless 
lot of tools. Had those formerly entrusted 
with the department taken more interest in 
its maintenance and shown more ability in tts 
management, my requests for incrSased equip- 
ment would not be made so frequently. 

As to the work before us, I would most re- 
spectfully make the following recommendations: 


Cleaning City Sewers. 


Sewers—BPvery well managed city in this 
country spends from 2% to § cents per lineal 
foot per annum to have their sewers cleaned, 
and this they require done at least once a 
month. We have sewers that have not been 
examined in twenty years; some not looked into 
since they were built, and none that were 
ever cleaned out. Many serious complaints have 
been filed and sults threatened on account of 
their unwholesome condition. The heavy rains 
of last spring burst most of our trunk sewers 
and until we build ‘‘storm sewers’’ to relieve 
our present system they will continue to burst 
after every hard rain, The most serious 
question connected with our sewerage system 
at this time is not an extension of our trunk 
sewers, but a general overhauling of the entire 
system; the increasing in number of the laterals 
and the enlargement of the mains, I would 
urge your honorable body to make a liberal 
appropriation for sewer repairs—at least 
$10,000—for 1902. 

Bridges—We have several small bridges span- 
ning sewer branches near the outskirts of the 
city that are expensive to keep up and very 
troublesome. It would be economy to build a 
section of proper size of trunk sewers at each 
of these places of sufficient length to span the 
street, Thus would be eliminated the annual 
expense of keeping these bridges in repair. 

Magnolia street bridge, over the Western and 
Atlantic railway tracks, should be rebuilt dur- 
ing this year. The new structure should be of 
more substantial design than the present one. 

Edgewood avenue bridge is also about worn 
out. The trestle work on elther end is rotten 
and the bridge over the Southern tracks is a 
miserable excuse for a bridge. In !I90!1 we 
covered this bridge with a new fidoring and 
by watchfulness we may make it safe for an- 
other year. Not later than xt year a new 
structure should be put in place of the old. 
It will necessarily be an expensive structure, 
and I therefore recommend that preliminary 
steps be taken this year looking to the build- 
ing of the same. 

Newport avenue bridge, which was under- 
mined last year and not rebuilt because of lack 
of funds, will have to be rebullt this vear. The 
east abutment of the Simpson street bridge, 
unless your honorable body decides to carry 
out my suggestions as to bwilding sections «f 
trunk sewers at stréet crossings on sewer 
branches, will have to be torn down and rehufit 
this vear. It appears to have been a contract 
job, bullt-without an inspector: no proper foun- 
dation and but little cement in its ‘‘make-up.”’ 
For bridge repairs we will require at least a 
$4.000 appropriation. : 

Sidewalks—Section 1052. city code of 4899, 
prescribes: ‘That all sidewalks in the city 
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from Mitchell street on the south to Ellis street 
on the north; from Loyd (now Central avenue) 
on the east to Broad street on the west, shall 
be paved with flagstones 2 feet wide and as 
‘long as full width of sidewalk.”’ 

I would suggest that this section be amended 
80 as to also permit tile or cement walks to 
be laid on 6 inches of cement concrete, under 
city specifications and supervision, and that 
said section thus amended be enforced on and 
after May |, 1902. I would also recommend 
that an ordinance be passed requiring of prop- 
erty holders where smooth pavenfent (asphalt, 
brick or wood block) is laid on any of the 
streets of the city, the sidewalks along sald 
smooth pavement shall be laid with tile or ce- 
ment, On not less than 4 inches of cement con- 
crete, under city specifications and supervision. 


For Macadam Pavement. 


Pavements—I also recommend since macadam, 
with a suitable binder, is the best cheap pav- 
ing for ight traffic streets, that your ‘honorabie 
body make as |iberal appropriation for said 
paving as the finances of the city will warrant 
until we can get all of our streets out of the 
mud. Nothing is thrown away in putting down 
this pavement. If a more expensive pavement 
is desired later, the macadam will furnish the 
stone for concrete, which is tke foundation of 
all paving. I would also recotnmend that the 
central streets paved with belgian blocks, now 
very rough and unsightly by reason of frequent 
‘‘tear-ups,’” be repaved as rapidly as can be 
done, and an appropriation made therefor of 
$8,000. 

Smooth Pavements—I would also recommend 
that Peachtree street from the viaduct to El!is 
street=be paved with a smooth pavement; also 
that Pryor street from Mitchell to Peachtree, 
Alabama street from Central avenue to For- 
syth, Broad street from Alabama to Peachtree, 
Decatur street from Pryor to Peachtree, Mar- 
jetta street from Peachtree to Forsyth, be 
paved with smooth pavement as soon as the 
financial condition of the city will permit. 

The sale stables located on Marietta street 
are of immense value to. the city, and their 
business should be encouraged by your honor- 
able body. The very rough belgian bleck pave- 
ment in front of these stables make it im- 
possible for the stablemen to properly show 
their stock. I would recommend: that wood 
block pavement, on 8 inches of cement con- 
crete, be laid on Marietta street from Magnolia 
to Spring street for their benefit. With the 
blocks judiciously selected, carefully seasoned 
and treated. and the cement concrete founda- 
tion properly laid, there is no more durable, 
more cleanly, more sanitary or less expensive 
Pavement to repair known to engineers: and 
it is the only pavement yet {ried that possesses 
elasticity. 

Peters Street—This is a most important thor- 
oughfare and should receive immediate atten- 
tion from your honorable body.. There {s no 
more urgent work than the paving of this 
street. 

Kennedy street is a most important street 
in the northwestern partwaf the city. If paved 
would greatly relieve the travel on Marietta 
street, which {is overcrowded. The property 
holders are willing to donate a strip of 715 
feet on each side of this street. if the city 
will widen and regrade the same. At present 
the street ts practically impassible. This sec- 
tion of the city has been badly neglected, and 
T — urge your honorable body to give them 
relief, 

Permits—To dater the reckless tearing up of 
our pavements on sidewalks and streets, 1 
would recommend that a scale of charges be 
prepared amd enforced against all who apply 
for permits for said purpose, Fivery progressive 
city makes such charges. Why not Atlanta? 
Surely there fs no other city that suffers <o 
much from reckless *“‘tear-ups’’ of pavement, 

As to annual contracts: It has been the 
practice in the past to advertise for bids for 
material to be used by the city during the 
Year, and contracts let early in January therefor. 
The experience of the past year convinces me 
that this is not the best for the citv. When 
bound by an annual contract, the city ts the 
last to be supplied. If prices go up, the con- 
tractor hasn’t the materia] when called for 
and when prices go down cars are rushed in 
and demurrage charges accumulate. The city 
will be more promptly served and save money, 
oe be het tay when she needs and from whom 

Your honorable body should not wis ¥ 
contractors to supply at losing ns eee 
should you be bound under an annual contract 
to pay more than prevailing prices. I am con- 
vinced that there fs nothing gained, but everv- 
thing lost, to the city by annual contracts for 
material supplies.

W. R. Phillips, Jr.,,& Co., claim title to {t 
under a levy of a mortgage fi. fa., which 
they allege they purchased from the Ger- 
mania Loan and Banking Company. 
Holmes claims the land by a sale made 
under a justice of the peace court fi. fa. 

It seems that the plaintiff purchased two 
mortgages and that a third mortgage 
was given by Alice Bellamy to the Ger- 
mania Loan and Banking Company, 
which the company claimed was addi- 
tional security. Holmes Claimed that the 
third mortgage was given in payment 
of the other two and this question formed 
the main issue in the case. If the last 
mortgage was given as additional security 
the plaintiff could recover, while if given 
in payment for the other two, the plaintiff 
could not recover. 

The plaintiff is represented by Attor- 
neys Simmons and Pettigrew and the de- 
fense is represented by Attorney T. C. 
Battle and Judge James K. Hines. 

Ice Company Issues Bonds. 

The Atlanta Ice Company. yesterday 
filed with Deputy Clerk Alex Ditfler, in 
the office of Clerk Arnold Broyles, of the 
Superior court, a mortgage for $25,000 to 
cover an issue of bonds to the amount 
of $25,000. It is stated that the bonds are 
to be used in paying for certain improve- 
ments alread*®’ made on the ice com- 
pany’s plant near the junction of White- 
hall street and the Central railroad ana 
to provide funds for the making of other 
improvements and for other purposes. 

The mortgage is made to the Trust 
Company of Georgia as trustee for the 
bonds.

RAILWAY NOTES. 


Arrangements have been completed for 
} the annual trip to Florida of the Homo- 
sassa Fishing Club, and they will leave 
Atlanta for the land of the finny tribe and 
sunshine on January 10. They have se- 
cured a special caf from the Southern 
railway, which will be attached to the 
Chicago and Florida limited, leaving the 
city at 10:45 a. m. and arriving at Homo- 
}Sassa that night. 

The members of this organization look 
forward al the year to their annual out- 
ing at Homosassa, and for some weeks 
past now they have been talking of noth- 
ing else but the trip and the arrang> 
ments for it. ‘There will be twenty or 
twenty-five members of the club in the 
party, and it is likely that others will 
go down for a few days later on before 
the party starts for home. Among the 
well-known members who are going to 
make the trip are .Frenk Potts, George

The party will spend two or three 
weeks at their club house at Homosassa 
and will keep the express company busy 
hauling fish by the barrel back to At- 
lanta.

New York, January 3.—Bradstreet’'s to-

_“Satisfacuon with the cld and -zonfi- 
dence in the new year are the dominant 
leatures or the entire industrial, coammer- 
cClal and financial situation. A conspicu- 
cus exception to the general quietness of 
the week is found in the iron and st2el 
Situation, which gains activity. Here, 
however, the car shortage question cuts 
a disturbing Ngure, and one which, in 
view of the aavanced stage of the Sea- 
son, bids tair to continue to unsettle both 
production and consumption considerably. 
Supplies of coke at the ovens are piling 
up, the blast furnaces are shutting down 
because of the necessary link between 
the two, an abundance ot cars, not being 
forthcoming. Southern pig iron has aua- 
vanced 50c per ton and the-western triude 
is getting its chief supplies from this 
source, At the esst pig iron is also 
firmer. Plentiful orderg are offered, but 
ncne is accepted for delivery hefore July 
1. Mesaba iron ore has been advanced 
in price. The only appearance of weak- 
ness in finished products is in wire and 
nails, which are $2 per tcn lower, owing 
to increased competition of outside 
makers. Heavy rail orders for Mexicuv 
are reported pending, and international 
competiticn promises to be keen in this 
respect. Floods in the mining regions 
have interfcred with production, and the 
cer shortage still accentuates the scarcity 
of coal, particularly bituminous. An- 
thracite supplics are smaller, notwith- 
standing a total production last year In 
excess of [3,000,000 tons, a total of 12 per 
cent larger than ever before produced. 

“Prices show few changes on the week. 
The cereals are, on the whole, higher, 
cue mainly to the strength of wheat, 
which still supperts the coarser grains. 
Seme deliveries and firm cables, with 
stme better expert buying early, checked 
later by the advence, coupied with gvcod 
buying by the country, are strengthening 
teatures. Winter wheat crop reports are 
tn the main favorable. Provisions are 
steady, except lard, which has weakened 
slightly. 

“Cotton has been shaded a little be- 
cause of larger receipts, which are how- 
ever, claimed to really represent good 
tuving fcr export. Cotton goods are 
cuiet, as vsual at this date, but closed 
the vear 1901 much better than they be- 
gen it. Fsll River dividends are slightly 
lover than the average in 1900, with the 
miils producirg the better class of gowds 
showing the best returrs. Ginghams are 
in specially good shape. being largely s>id 
ahead and firm. 

“Wooler goods, though less active, are 
in geod shape, and miils are busily em 
ploved. Wool is steady and a good move- 
ment is reported. Higher prices are 
locked for at the next London sale. 

‘Quietness is the feature in the leather 
end kindred trades, but an access rather 
than a Icss in strength of prices is looked 
for. Shoe shipments are smaller than 
of late, but still in excess of a year ago. 
Complaints of small profits in shoe man- 
ufacturine continue, and prices %ppar- 
ently must advance if present rates fr 
leather are to be paid. New prices of 
rubber goods show an advance of 8 per 
cent on a year ago.

His sister, Mrs. Cooper, died some months 


|, ago and under rather distressing circumstances. 


A physician of this city attended the lady 
while she lived, but there was nothing that 


' could he.done for her. beyond providing her 
i with the comforts demanded by an 


invalid. 

She was a widow and in straitened circum- 
stances, and had not the wherewithal to supply 
for herself the things needed to render her short 
stay on earth more easy. 

She told her physician. that her brother, Ed- 
win T. Maclay, was at the Brooklyn navy yard 
in the government service and that he could, if 
he would, send her the means 
provide some of ‘the things that she needed. 

The doctor -accordingly wrote to him and 
stated the case to him exactly as it was, that 
his sister had not long to live and that he could 
render her remaining days more contfortable 
to’ her by a @emall weekly or monthly contri- 
bution to her. 

He was asked if he coukd not do this, at 
least t6 send a little money to his sister, as 
she would probably have to be butied by friends 
unless he did so. The doctor waited a few 
days for his reply, and was not disappointed. 

He received the reply all right, but it was 
hardly the reply that he had expected a brother 
to make to the appeal of a dying sister for 
aid. and comfort. 

In fact, the historian abured the doctor and 
heaped contumely on his. sister and said that 
he had endugh of the troubles of other people 
without adding her burdé@ns to them. 

He absolutely refused to pay her doctor's bill, 
and not only that, but he refused, in no polite 
terms, to provide even a loaf of bread to the 
invalid sister. 

The doctor put the letter awgy and never 
showed it to the sister, so that she never knew 
of. the ‘heartlieesness of her now notorious 
brother. 

The lettet was filed away With other corre- 
spoudencé ahd Dr. J. E. Cowles says that he 
regarded: the whole affair as a pitiable in- 
stance of the ingratitude of. one that shoul 
bave arily love and protection for his sister. 

From the text of the letter. it ls easy to see 
that. Maclay has a fund of vituperation on tap 
for either the heroes of the nation or for hi« 
own sister, as he did not spare the latter in 
his scurrilous letter to Dr. Cowles any more 
than he spared old Admiral Schley in his no- 
torious ‘‘History of the Spanish War."’

COLLIER RECOMMENDS 
IMPORTANT CHANGES 


EXT-Monday afternoon Commis- 
N sioner of Public Works Collier will 

submit to council his recommenda- 
tions for 1992. He recommends a prison 
suit for city prisoners and makes some 
interesting suggestions touching this mat- 
ter. He says that ten additional teams 
will be necessary to carry on the work 
of his department, as that, at the begin- 
ning of his term of office last year, he 
found the equipment completely worn 
out. 

Mr. Collier thinks the sewers should all 
be cleaned out aud that: more attention 
should be directed to the construction of 
“laterals” and the enlarging of main sew- 
ers. He urges that an appropriation_of at 
least $10,000 be made to cover sewer re- 
pairs. Regarding the matter of bridges 
he recommends that the Magnolia street 
bridge be rebuilt; that the Edgewood ave- 
nue bridge be giveng special attention; 
that the Newport ahs bridge be rebuilt 
and that other structures of like charac- 
ter be given a thorough overhauling. He 
thinks $4,000 would be a proper appropria- 
tion for bridge repairs. 

The commissioner makes several sug- 
gestions regarding better pavements, e8s- 
pecially in the center of town, and recom- 
mends that a scale of charges be fixed tu 
cover tearing up of pavements by various 
persons to whom ‘permits have been is- 
sued. Mr. Collier takes a strong stand in 
opposition to the general custom of let- 
ting annual contracts, and is of the opin- 
ion that considerable money would be 
saved to the city if material was bouht 
only when needed and from firms submit- 
ting the lowest bid®. . 

The recommendations are 4s follows: 


To the Honorable Mayor and General Council, 


City of Atlanta.—Gentlemen, While the oe 
tice has not heretofore prevailed, yet I think 
it eminently proper for me, as commissioncr 
of public works, at the commencement of = 
new year, to make known to your honorahb|e 
body ‘the needs of my department. Since it is 
the earnest wish of all to make 1902 the most 
fruitful year of good results in the city’s his- 
tory, probably it is unnecessary to apologize 
for this innovation, but to proceed to ask for 
what we need.

I have already quarried stone sufficient for 
the buildings. Most of the work can be done 
by convict labor, We will require masons, an‘ 
will have to purchase material for roofing, 
glass and lumber, also cement and lime for 
mortar. The stable is now in course of con- 
struction, To complete it and the blacksmith 
shop will require about $2,000. When com- 
pleted they will be sufficient for the_depart- 
ment’s use for the next thirty years 


Demands of Humanity. 


Prison Suit—A_ prison suit is also much need- 
ed. Humanity and common decency demand 
something of the kind. We frequently have 
sent us prisoners too nearly nude to work on 
the streets, or even be exposed to the weather. 
A suit, consisting of shirt and overalls for 
men and boys, and a loose fitting dress, with 
belt, for women and girls, of strong, coarse 
material, with back of shirts and dresses mark- 
ed with the letters "“‘D. P. W.’’ (made of 
cloth of a contrast color) stitched on, would be 
suitable. To supply these suits would require 
about $400. They would improve the sani- 
tation of the prison, as well as materially add 
to the comfort of the prisoners, 

Equipment—To economically execute the work 
expected of the department, it is absolutely 
necessary that you give us at jeast ten teams 
more. I am confident we would with the same 
forces have accomplished 33 1-3 per cent more 
work last year could we have had these teams. 
The magnitude of the work rapidly increases 
with ‘each year, yet, during 1901, we did the 
work of the department with five teams less 
than my predecessor had in 1899 and 
Ten teams (horses, harness and wagons) will 
cost about $4,000. 

Stone Crusher—A medium-sized stone crusher 
is also badly needed, one that can be hauled 
to any railroad yard or street on which we are 
paving, thus saving the unnecessary handling 
of stone and enabling us to break them into 
proper sizes fot macadam and concrete. Such 
a machine complete would cost about $1,885. 

Steam Roller—The steam roller, also much 
needed, was partially provided by the jast 
council. Trade would have been completed had 
not the roller been purchased on a thirty days’ 
trial (guaranteed to be as good as “new, 
though used five months), which period does 
not expire until about the last of January. I 
trust’ your honorable body will promptly take 
such steps as may be necessary to consummate 
the trade, provided the guaranteed condition 
of the roller proves good. With these additions 
to our buildings and equipment promptly made, 
you shall have no cause to complain at the 
quantity or character of our work during your 
administration. When I assumed control of 
the public works department in January, I90I, 
I found the equipment completely worn out— 
sixty-four mules scarcely worth feeding, old 
and decrepit; twenty-seven wornout wagons; 
seven badly abused carts, harness. with parts 
tied together with bale wire and a worthless 
lot of tools. Had those formerly entrustel 
with the department taken more interest in 
its maintenance and shown more ability in ftts 
management, my requests for incr®ased equip- 
ment would not be made so frequently. 

As to the work before us, I would most re- 
spectfully make the following recommendations: 


Cleaning City Sewers. 


Sewers—bDvery well: managed city in this 
country spends from 2% to § cents per lineal 
foot per annum to have their sewers cleaned, 
and this they require done at least once a 
month. We have sewers that have not been 
examined in twenty years; some not looked into 
Since they were built, amd none that were 
ever cleaned out. Many serious complaints have 
been filed and sults threatened on account of 
their unwholesome condition. . The heavy rains 
of last spring burst most of our trunk sewers 
and until we build ‘“‘storm sewers’’ to relieve 
our present system they will conttmue to burst 
after every hard rain, The most serious 
question connected with our sewerage system 
at this time is not an extension of our trunk 
sewers, but a general overhauling of the entire 
system; the increasing in number of the laterals 
and the enlargement of the mains, I would 
urge your honorable body to make a liberal 
appropriation for sewer repairs—at least 
$10,000—for 1902. 

Bridges—We have several smal! bridges span- 
ning sewer branches near the outskirts of the 
city that are expensive to keep up and very 
troublesome. It would be economy to build a 
section of proper size of trunk sewers at each 
of these places of sufficient length to span the 
street. Thus would be eliminated the annual 
expense of keeping these bridges in repair. 

Magnolia street bridge, over the Western and 
Atlantic railway tracks, should be rebuilt dur- 
ing this year. The new etructure should be of 
more substantial design than the present one. 

Edgewood avenue bridge is also about worn 
out. The trestle work on either end is rotten 
and the bridge over the Southern tracks is a 
miserable excuse for a bridge. In !I90! we 
covered this bridge with a new fidoring and 
by watchfulness we may make it eafe for an- 
other year. Not later than next year a new 
structure should be put in place of the old. 
It will necessarily be an expensive structure, 
and I therefore recommend that preliminary 
steps be taken this year, looking to the build- 
ing of the same. 

Newport avenue bridge, which was under- 
mined last year apd met rebuilt because of lack 
of funds, will have te be rebuilt this vear. The

from Mitchell street on the south to Ellis street 
on the north; from Loyd (now Central avenue) 
on the east to.Broad street on the west, shall 
be paved. with flagstones 2 t wide and as 
long as full width of sidewalk.”’ 

I would suggest that this section be amended 
sO as to also permit tile or cement walks to 
be laid on 6 inches of cement concrete, under 
city specifications and supervision, and that 
said section thus amended be enforced on and 
after May !, 1902. I would also recommend 
that an ordinance be passed requiring of prop- 
erty holders where smooth pavement (asphalt, 
brick or wood block) is laid on any of the 
streets of the city, the sidewalks along said 
smooth pavement shall be laid with tile or ce- 
ment, On not less than 4 inches of cement con- 
crete, under city specifications and supervision. 


For Macadam Pavement. 


Pavements—I also recommend since macadam, 
with a suitable binder, is the best cheap pav- 
ing for light traffic streets, that your honorabie 
body make as jiberal appropriation for said 
paving as the finances of the city will warrant 
until we can get all of our streets out of the 
mud. Nothing is thrown away in putting down 
this pavement. If a more expensive pavement 
is desired later, the macadam will furnish the 
stone for concrete, which is the fotundation of 
all paving. I would also recommend that the 
central streets paved with belgian blocks, now 
very rough and unsightly by reason of frequent 
‘‘tear-ups,"” be repaved as rapidly as can be 
done, and an appropriation made therefor of 
$8,000. 

Smooth Pavements—I would also recommend 
that Peachtree street from the viaduct to Ellis 
street be paved with a smooth pavement; also 
that Pryor street from Mitchell to Peachtree, 
Alabama street from Central avenue to For- 
syth, Broad street from Alabama to Peachtree, 
Decatur street from Pryor to Peachtree, Mar- 
letta street from Peachtree to Forsyth, bes 
paved with smooth pavement as soon as the 
financial condition of the city will permit. 

The sale stables located on Marietta street 
are of !mmensé value to the city, and their 
business should be encouraged by your honor- 
able body. The very rough belgian bleck pave- 
ment in front of these stables make it im- 
possible for the stablemen to properly show 
their stock. I would recommend that wood 
block pavement, on 8 inches of cement con- 
crete, be laid on Marietta street from Magnolia 
to Spring street for their benefit. With the 
blocks judiciously selected, carefully seasoned 
and treated, and the cement concrete founda- 
tion properly laid, there is no more durable, 
more cleanly, more sanitary or less expensive 
pavement to repair known to engineers; and 
it is the only pavement yet tried that possesses 
elasticity. 

Peters Street—This is a most important thor- 
oughfare and should receive immediate atten- 
tion from your honorable body, There is no 
on urgent work than the paving of this 
street. 

Kennedy street is a most important street 
in the northwestern part of the city. If paved 
would greatly relieve the travel on Marietta 
street, which is overcrowded. The property 
holders are willing to donate a strip of 714 
feet on each side of this street, if the citv 
will widen and regrade the same. At present 
the street Is practically impassible. This sec- 
tion of the city has been badly neglected, and 
Tt would urge your honorable body to give them 
relief. 

Permits—To dater the reckless tearing up of 
our pavements on sidewalks and streets, 
would recommend that’a scale of charges be 
prepared and enforced against all who apnly 
for permits for said purpose, Every progressive 
eity makes such charges. Why not Atlanta? 
Surely there fs no other ity that suffers <-o 
much from reckless *“‘tear-ups’’ of pavement. 

As to annual contracts: It has been the 
practice in the past to advertise for bids Yor 
material to be used by the city during the 
year, and contracts let early in January therefor. 
The exnerience of the past year convinces me 
that this is not the best for the city, When 
bound by an annual contract, the city is the 
a egy ag If prices Zo up, the con- 

nt the material when called for 
ani when prices go down cars are rushed in 
and demurrage charges accumulate. The city

Your honorable bodv should not wish to fore
